A.—Because I was working under 
instructions. : 

The witness believed that the work under 
the 15 per cent contracts was much better 
performed than under the modified con- 
tracts. The witness recited several in- 
stances coming under his own observation 
where men were carried on the pay-rolls and 
paid by the Government when they were not 
performing any service. The witness be- 
lieved that modified contracts yielded to the 
contractors from 200 to 300 per cent of profit, 
and were grossly unfair to the Government, 
based as they were upon the extravagant 
prices paid for dressing stone under the 15 
per cent contracts. 

Witness appeared before the commission 
of which Assistant Secretary French gud 
Mr. Hill were members and testified to all 
the facts as just related by him, and called 
Mr. Hill’s attention to the unfairness of the 
modified contracts which he (Hill) then pro- 
posed making.

‘GEN. SHERMAN. 


WHAT THE VETERAN CHIEF SAYS ABOUT 
RETIREMENT. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June ,—[Special.}— 
Gen. Sherman, before leaving on his tour, 
said that he hoped the papers would make 
no great fuss over his leaving the army. He 
had achieved all the notoriety he wanted. 
He was simply going to leave the army be- 
cause he wanted to go, and because he 
would have to go under the retiring clause 
ot the Congressional act. If he had desired 
to remain in the service he could have done 
so. If he had simply raised a finger in indi- 
cation of such a wish he would have been 
excepted from the sweeping terms of the 
bill. He had been urged to do so, but, after 
mature deliberation he concluded that 
it was best for him to settle 
down to private life. “My plans,” said 
the General, are simply these: I will leave 
Washington Wednesday evening for the 
West. Judge Waite and I will make a tour 
of the Western frontier. I will return here 
in October, arrange the office, the papers, 
maps, etc., and turn them over to Gen. Sheri- 
dan. He will take possession Nov.1, before 
Congress meets.“ 


REFORMS. 
When Gen. Sherman was asked if there 
was anything which had been left undone 
which he wanted done before leaving the 
army, he replied in general terms 
that there were many things which 
he would like to have accomplished, 
but could not. There was nothing, 
however, at this time to which he wished to 
make particular reference. The standing 
army was inadequate for the heavy burden 
imposed upon it. There was only a handful 
ot men to guard a vast extent of territory, 
much of it hestile. His views in favor 
of an increase of the regular army had been 
well known for years, ‘The weakness of the 
army had greatly retarded the settlement 
and development of the fertile territory in 
the Northwest and South west boundaries. 
THE TRIP TO THE WEST. 

Wasuinerton, D. C., June 20.—Gen. Sher- 
man, accompanied by Col. Tidball, of his 
Staff, left here this morning for Buffalo, 
where he will be joined by Chief-Justice 
Waite and Justice Gray. From there the 
party will start on their trip across the con- 
tinent along the northern boundary of the 
United States, inspecting all of the military 
posts en route. Gen, Sherman would have 
postponed his departure until after the fu- 
neral of Gen, Ewing, but one day’s delay in 
starting would have disarranged all his plans 
throughout the entire trip, which had been 
carefully mapped out with dates for arrivals 
at certain points and escorts provided to 
meet the party along the route. Col. Bacon, 
of Gen. Sherwan’s staff, was to have accom- 
panied the party. but decided to remain here 
on account of the illness of his wife. 


PASSED AWAY. 
THE POSTMASTER AT WASHINGTON. 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 20.—[Special.] 
—The remains of Thomas Logan Tullock, 
of Portsmouth, N. H., late Postmaster of 
this city, who died at Atlantic City this 
morning, will arrive here tomorrow mofrn- 
ing. Mr. Tullock had held various offices 
here since 1865. He was once Secretary of 
the National Republican Committee. He 
was appointed Postmaster here in Novem- 
ber, after the removal of Ainger. He had 
been ill most of the time since.

CRIMSUN WINS. 


Harvard Beats Columbia Out of Sight 
at New London, with Slow 
Time, Owing to Rough 
Water. 


. New Lownpoy, Conn., June 20.—[Special.] 
—The result of the race between the Harvard 
and Columbia University crews over the 
four-mile course today was a bitter surprise 
to the New-Yorkers, who had confidently 
counted on a victory. Two hundred of the 
graduates were on handin high feather, and 
were betting freely on their crew at $100 to 
$60. The water was almost rough enough 
to cause postponement, and under the cir- 
cumstances the time of the Harvards was 
exceedingly good. A good start was made, 
For the first minute Harvard pulled 
forty strokes and Columbia for- 
ty-one strokes. Harvard’s strokes, however, 
proved the best, for at the end of the first 
quarter she was a half boat length ahead. 
At the end of the first half mile, which Har- 
vard made in 2:40, clear water was discerni- 
ble between Harvard's rudder and the 
Coiumbia bow. 
A PROCESSION. 

From this point to the finish, what had 
been a race was turned into a procession. 
At every stroke Harvard went farther and 
farther to the front. When the one-haif 
mile buoy was reached, Harvard was a gen- 
erous three boat lengths of open 
water ahead of the big fellows 
in the New York boat, and 
were driving them still farther astern, im- 
pelled very likely by the feeling that during 
the last year they had been misrepresented 


| as to their share in the fiasco of last year, aud 


that they now had a chance to show whether 
or not they were afraid to row Columbia tor 
fear of the defeat. This or some other in- 
centiye in their own boat must have operated 
to make them row hard, for there was, bar- 
ring accidents, no longer any need of exer- 
tion on their part to enable them to win the 
race. Harvard was rowing at the two-mile 
point a stroke of about thirty-two to tthe 
minute, but they were well and cleanly 
rowed, 
A SPURT. 

Columbia, encouraged by the cheers of 
their friends on the referee’s boat, whom the 
referee did not see fit to restrain, spurted 
just before the two-mile point was reached, 
and heid the Harvard crew for a tew sec- 
onds; but the gap, which had not closed, be- 
‘an to open again, and at the two-and-a-quar- 
ter-mile flag, which Harvard passed in six- 
teen minutes thirty-five seconds, Columbia 
was thirty-five seconds behind. They kept 
along with about the same distance between 
them until the fourth mile was passed. 

THE FINISH. 

Nearing thelast quarter the crimson blades 
were seen to rise and fall with greater ra- 
pidity. and in a few seconds more they 
crossed the line in 24 minutes 42 seconds 
from the time of starting. While a dozen 
Harvard men who had come down from 
Cambridge to see the race danced in wild 
delight onthe shore and shook their red 
handkerchiefs, the crew waited for their 
much-vaunted rivals to come in, which they 
did in one minute two seconds later, or in 
25 minutes 45 seconds from the time of start- 


THE TIME. 

The time made, considering the conditions 
in which the race was rowed, was fair for 
Harvard, but the Lale men smile at it, and 
expect to show smaller figures. Harvard 
rowed in the west course, which they had in 
the Yale race last vear, and which is becom- 
ing to be thought the fastest, but the Har- 
vard men say that they have no choice. At 
the conclusion of the race Harvard cheered 
Columbia, and the latter responded faintly. 
Then the referee steamed up and handed the 
prize colors over to Harvard, after which 
both crews got aboard their launches and 
towed their shells to their quarters. 

[This wakes the fourth race between the uni- 
versity crews of Harvard and Columbia, three 
of them now being placed to the credit of Har- 
vard. All were eight-oared, four-mile races. 
The record now stands as follows:

Under the physician’s 
skill Schmerein gradually recovered, until 
he is now past all danger, but his wife was 
doomed from the first to a lingering death. 
Her entire system swarmed with the 
trichins, which fed upon her muscles, lit- 
erally devouring 927 to death, During her 
illness of six weeks the woman suffered ap- 
parently very little pain, and was in a state 
of gradual decline. The pain endured by 
her, as well as most persons afflicted with 
trichiuæ, was similar to rheumatism.

DAKOTA IMMIGRATION. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 20.—[Special. |— 
On the subject of the enormous influx of set- 


| tiers into Dakota this spring, Mr. Dairymple, 


the great Dakota wheat-grower, says that 
the drift of immigration is now into Middle 
and Southern Dakota. In Northern Dakota 
the lands were pretty well taken up a year 
ago. The most attractive localities accesis- 
ble to this years’ settlers seem to lie along 
the lines of the St. Paul and Northwestern 
Railways. The class of people with which 
the Territory is filling up is good, the great- 
er number of immigrants being Americans 
from the older States, who take with them 
means sufficient to open small farms. 

Owing to the insufficiency of the appro- 
priations by Congress, the Government sur- 
veys in some parts of Dakota have been 
much delayed. The result has been that 
thousanas of immigrants have been obliged 
to be classed as squatters when their real 
purpose and desire was to take up land and 
settle permanently. But they have been 
debarred from so doing by inability to obtain 
title. Today arrangements were perfected 
whereby the Government has delegated to 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul RKail- 
way Company the power to make the 
necessary survey in a large number 
of townships in McPherson, Dickey, 
and Edmunds Counties in Dakota 
on the line of the company’s road. The ex- 
pense to the company will be heavy, and the 
Government allows nothing for the work. 
The benefit to the company is that arising 
from the influence necessarily resulting to 
lead immigrants to locate on the line of the 
road. Work in fifteen townships will begin 
at once, and it is believed will be completed 
in two months.

Wiseonsin Pretestant Episcopal Coun- 
eil. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 20.—[Special.}]— 
In the second day’s proceedings of the Dio- 
cesan Convention today the old fight between 
the wealthy St. Paul's Church of this city 
and the friends ot the Bishop was renewed, 
though in a somewhat modified form. 

When the question of the final adoption of 
the diocesan constitution came up, the Rev. 
Mr. Lester, pastor of St. Paul's, endeavored 
to secure the adoption of modifications in at 
least the consideration of the document in 
parts, but was overruled, and the constitu- 
tion as a whole wasratified. The new consti- 
tution introduces no very important changes 
in the canonical law of the diocese. The 
new canon which it contains relating to the 
cathedral is pronounced, even by that ele- 
ment of the clergy and laity which has been 
considered hostile to the cathedral system, 
as a very moderate affair. 

The next evidence of disagreement was 
when the Rev. Mr. Lester, of the Committee 
on the Endowment Fund which was ap- 
pointed at the last council, presented ay elab- 
orate report signed by four members of the 
committee. The report stated that the 
amount required in the proposed fund, at 
current rates of interest, is between $90,000 
and $100,000. It entered into a consideration 
of the question whether the expenditures to 
be provided for by the creation of the fund 
were in the nature of a business obligation 
oracharity. The council, the report urged, 
meeting annually and voting to incur cer- 
tain expenses, thereby incur certain obliga- 
tions binding upon those witom it represents. 
To take any other ground, it urged, would 
be to reduce the Bishop of this diocese, 
whose salary is among the things contracted 
to be paid by the council, to the condition of 
a mendicant. Viewing the raising of the 
endowment as a business problem, the 
report recommended that it be solved 
by assessing the amount required upon the 
several parishes in the diocese, equitable ret- 
erence being made in each case to the num- 
ber of communicants in the parish, the aver- 
age amount of its income, the value of its 
chureh property, and the amount of incum- 
brance upon the same. 

The Rev. Mr. Tenbroeck, a member of the 
Committee on the ‘Endowment Fund, who 
dissented from the report presented by Mr. 
Lester, presented a supplementary report.

This body will consist of 150 members, who 
are appointed among the several counties 
lying south of the line of the forty-sixth 
paraliel. These delegates are to be elected 
at a general election, the polling-places being 
published in each voting precinct. But three 
counties in South Dakota were without rep- 
resentatives in the convention. Harmony 
prevailed throughout the meeting, division 
and admission being the unanimous senti- 
ment. ‘The body adjourned at 5 p. m. today.

A CONFEDERATE MONUMENT DEDICATED 
AT CAMDEN, S. c. 

CamMpDEN, S. C., June ®.—The monument 
erected by the women of Kershaw County 
in memory of the Confederate dead was ded- 
icated today. There was a grand military 
demonstration, in which twenty companies 
participated. Senators Hampton and Butler, 
Gov. Thompson, and other distinguished 
men were present. The ceremenies of the 
unveiling consisted of an artillery salute, a 
dedicatory prayer, an one by the ladies, and 
a memorial oration by Senator Hampton. 
Senator Hampton paid a tribute to the 
faith, devotion, and patience of the 
Southern women, and said that when th true 
history of the War should be written, they 
would not only occupy the first place in all 
Southern hearts but the first in honor. They 
would always repel with scorn and indigna- 
tion the imputation that monuments to the 
Confederate dead marked a spot where 
traitors slept. They of ‘the South were 
neither traitors nor rebels: nor was their 
war in any proper sense arebellion. It was 
strictly a civil war, growing out of confliet- 
ing interests and different constructions of 
the Conszitution by opposing sections of the 
country. He maintained that a perfect 
union of the States contemplated by the 
fathers could never be possible if the 
citizens of one portion of the Kepublic 
are to kept in that unlon 
merely on sufferance; tolerated but sus- 
pected, contributing their full share to the 
support of the Government, but mot partici- 
pating in its directions; bearing its burdens, 
but not shar its honors; and feeling that, 
in the home of their fathers, they were but 
unwelcome intruders. He congratulates the 
country that the future was auspicious; that 
the scars of the War were being obliterated 
by time, and demanded that their former 
enemies do justice to the motives that in- 
spired the Southerners’ conduct. He be- 
lieved if the settlement of the War issues had 
been leftto the old soldiers, the country 
would have been saved the shame and hu- 
miliation of reconstruction. He counseled 
obedience to the laws, and to the supremacy 
of the Constitution, and said: 

It requires only mutual forbearance, conces- 
sion, and generosity on the part of the late con- 
tending sections to bring about this result, and 
surely every statesman, every lover of his coun- 
try, desires to se this end reached. And it can 
be attained without loss of self-respect by any 
honorable man, North or South, without any un- 
manly degradation, without sacrifice of honest 
conviction or one cherished principie. The great 

vestions which were at issue between the 

orth and South. and which were left to the 
arbitrament of war, were decided against us: 
but the sword never has decided, and never 
will 14 involving a great princi- 
pie. The final judgment as to the motives and 
actions of the War rests witha higher tribunal 
than any on this earth, aud to t last great 
Court ot Appeal must every question of right 
and wrong be submitted. For our convictions 
we are responsible alone to our consciences and 
to our God. Hence, there is no consistency in 
our giving to the Constitution and laws under 
which we tive an earnest support while we boid 
in tender reverence the memory of the men 
who died for the cause we hold to be just and 
right.

He did not 
see where the party was going to find a 
purer, better, or more available man. 


A PRIVATE GRAVEYARD. 


Discovery of the Skulls of Twenty- 
one Infants in the Cellar of 
an Aged Philadelphia 
Quack. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 20.—[Special.] 
—A horrible discovery was made by the po- 
lice authorities today, revealing the unlaw- 
ful operations of a physician whois now con- 
fined in jail. At No. 2243 North Fifth street 
isa three-story brick dwelling, which for 
years was occupied bya physician named 
Hathaway. Several months ago he 
removed to new quarters, and the 
house was rented by the family 
now occupying it. This morning Chief-of- 
Police Given received information that the 
Doctor had transformed the cellar of the 
house into a burial-ground for depositing 
the remains of prematurely-born children, 
the fruits of his illegal profession. We has 
for years past been suspected of being en- 
gaged in these nefarious operations, but the 
disclosure was brought about through the 
brutal manner in which che Doctor is al- 
leged to have treated his family. Several 
days ago he was arrested on acharge of hav- 
ing committed an assault and battery upon a 
member of his family. 

THE INFORMER. 

David Benjamin, a nephew, told a tipstaff 
that he could “ give the old man away in 
such a manner that he would be compelled 
to answer for acharge much more serious 
than the one for which he is now awaiting 
trial. Why, I tell you t would cause a sen- 
sation that would startle the community.” 
He then informed the tipstaff that for years 
past the Doctor had been engaged in crim- 
inal malpractice cases. The offspring, he 
said, the Doctor had buried in his cellar; 
that if the ground was dug he warranted 
there would be found the skeletons of nu- 
merous infants. 

THE RESURRECTION. 

The tipstaff informed the District-Attor- 
ney, and this morning two detectives were 
supplied with spades and rode to the house. 
‘the family were naturally excited, and re- 
quested the privilege of removing from the 
house before the work of resurrection was 
commenced, but the detectives succeeded in 
persuading them to remain, and, obtaining 
their consent to go into the cellar, they com- 
menced operations. ‘The two detectives went 
at the work like prefessionais, and, after 
digging a short distance below the surface, 
there were turned up several small skulls 
and numerous bones. It was nota long job 
to turn up to the light no less than twenty- 
one infantile skulls and baskets of bones. 

COMMON TALK. 

The story traveled fast and neighbors 
began to tell of the thriving business which 
the doctor did, how his patients came at all 
hours of the day and night, and were mostly 
of the better classes. He and his wife were 
both members of the Eden Church, at which 
the Rev. Q. B. Miller was pastor. Hathaway 
was a member of the faculty. 
Hathaway has been once tried but acquitted 
on the charge of abortion. His wife told the 
Coroner today that she had been compelled 
to assist at abortions, and also to submit 
to aburtions upon herself, always with in- 
struments. Hathaway is nowin jail so no 
arrests have been made. He is said to be 
82 years of age.

BORGIA IN BLACK. 


A Colored Servant-Girl Sentenced to 
Five Years’ Imprisonment for Poison- 
ing and Bobbing a Family. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 20.— [Special.] 

— Carrie Harris, a colored servant-girl, was 
sentenced today to four years’ imprisonment 
by Judge Arnold on the charge of adminis- 
tering poison to the family of her employer, 
E. P. Michener, with intent to kill. She had 
been lu the employ of the family but tbree 
weeks when Mrs. and Mr. Michener and 
other members of the family, includ- 
ing three daughters and some friends 
who were visiting them, were taken 
violently ill while eating supper. It was dis- 
covered that poison had been put on some of 
the food, and that the servant-girl had dis- 
appeared, taking with her about $300 worth 
of property. The defendant was tracked to 
the cabin of a negro named Charles Harris, 
near Salem, N. J., where she was arrested. 
She alleged that some rat-poison had been 
placed in tin pans around the kitchen, and 
that while she was preparing supper some of 
it accidentally drop into apan of vege- 
tables. She tried to wash it off, and after- 
ward, when she placed the dish on the table, 
she became alarmed and fled, taking the 
property with her as an afterthought. On 
the bill charging her with larceny she re- 
ceived an additional sentence of one year.

A GREAT BLAZE. 

The fire was the most ‘disastrous since the” 
great lumber Gre two years ago. It was 
first noticed at 3:30 this morning by a steward 
of the Olympic Club. Before he could turn 
in an alarm the fire had got well under way. 
When the engines arrived the hope had 
ceased of saving the upper portion of the 
building. The fire patrol immediately turned 
its attention toward saving the dry goods of . 
O'Connor & Moffatt. This they succeeded 
in doing by means of tarpaulins. At 4 
o’ clock the rear wall fell out 
into Morton street, habited from one 
end to the other by the deminionde. The 
greatest consternation was created among 
the occupants, who sought refuge in all 
quarters. At5 o’elock the fire department 
had succeeded ip overcoming the intensity 
of the flames, saving the two lower —_ 
and the adjoining buildings, which we 
fortunately protected’ by heavy walls of 
masonry. 

The first two floors were occupied by the 
dry-goods establishment of O’Connor, Mof- 
fatt & Co. The third story was occupied by 
the Acme Billiard Parlors, owned by the 
Brunswick & Balke Company of Chicago. 
The upper story was used by the Olympic 
Club. The building was erected in 1868, and 
although it withstood the heavy earthquake 
of that year it has lately been considered a 
fire-trap by the authorities. As proof of this, 
the insurance companies have charged 15 
per cent premium. . 

LOSSES AND INSURANCE. 

The building, with improvements, was 
valued at $150,000; insured for $44,000, 
O'Connor & Moffatt carried a stock of half 
a million dollars; insured for $245,000, the 
Royal, Norwich, and Union Nationai for 
$30,000 each, and the Imperial, London, 
Northern, and Queen $25,000, being the 
heaviest insurers. The Olympic Club prop- 
erty, valued at $40,000, insured for $10,000, 
divided among Pacific Coast companies. 
The Acme Billiard Parlors lost $10,000; in- 
sured for $5,000, divided between the Stand- 
ard Fire, of London, and the Fire Insurance 
Association, of London. The total less is 
$507,000. The total insurance is $310,000, 
There were several accidents, but no loss of 
life.

The 
impoverished tenants refuse to be sup- 
pressed. One of the popular prints, the 
Popolo Italiano, in a recent issué, says: 
„The carbineers, the police, the soldiers, may 
suppress agitation, prevent its coming to a 
head, but, alas! suppression in this case will 
do no good.

Tue death of Bishop Colenso, of Natal, 
South Africa, is announced. Thirty years 
ano he was appointed to the Episcopacy. 
His “Critical Examination of the Penta- 
teuch and the Book of Joshua” appeared in 
1862. It was condemned by the Prov- 
ince of Canterbury and its author 
deposed by the Bishop of Cape 
Town. Bishop Colenso appealed to the 
Privy Council, and the deposition was an- 
nulled. Nine years ago be returned to En- 
gland for a short visit, and was inhibited 
from preaching in the Dioceses of Oxford, 
Lincoln, and London. He was an able 
mathematician, and his works on algebra 
and geometry are used as text-books in the 
higher schools of England and Canada.

Tue testimony elicited in the investiga- 
tion of Supervising-Architect Hill in re the 
Philadelphia public building forcibly re- 
calls to memory an inquiry into the stone 
contracts connected with the Chicago Post- 
Office. Both seem to have been conceived 
in crime and hatched in iniquity. Ex- 
Congressman Murch, who is a stonecutter 
by trade, testified yesterday that the men 
engaged in cutting granit at the Dix Island 
quarries were instructed to prolong the time 
on each particular stone on which they were 
engaged. He himself was ordered to putin 
150 days.on one stone, and he was satisfied 
the work could have been done in fifty. He 
knew that certain men were carried on the 
payrolls and paid by the Government though 
they had not performed any service.

HAREISON’S LICENSE LAW. 

Mr. Harrison’s recent long-winded dis- 
sertation before the Council on the license 
question occu pied twenty-four footscap pages 
of closely-writtgn manuscript, but we have 
labored through it in vain to tind even a pre- 
tense that the new ordin ance, passed at his 
suggestion, which authorizes the issuance 
of saloon licenses prior to July 1 for $103 
extending to the first Monday in April next 
will hold good as against the State law after 
itshall go into effect July 1. On the con- 
trary, many of the egpressions he used in- 
dicate that he does not himself believe his 
special ordinance will protect the saloon- 
keepers from liability for the increased li- 
cense fees enjoined by the new State law. 
In one portion of his license message Mr. 
Harrison says: “Until the ist of July ar- 
rives the city has, in my judgment, an un- 
questionable right to issue licenses at what 
figure it pleases.” But he was careful not 
to add that licenses thus issued will be valid 
in defiance of a State law which goes into 
effect after that date. indeed, in another 
part of his message, he says that “a license 
may not technically be a contract,” which is 
a significant admission that he has not been 
able to secure from any lawyer the opinion 
that a license is acontract in the face of the 
contrary decision of the Supreme Court. 
Hence Mr. Harrison contended nowhere that 
his license year, ending next April, will be 
paramountto the State license year, which 
begins on the Ist day of July. 

if the Harrison ordinance, granting li- 
censes now till April next at a lower rate 
than that provided by the State law after 
July 1, will not hold on the ground that it is 
acontract and saloonkeepers will have a 
vested right in their privileges under the 
old ordinance, then certainly it cannot be 
maintained on the ground that a city ordi- 
nance is superior to a State law. The City of 
Chicago is now governed under a charter 
which is nothing more nor less than a gen- 
eral statute; like all other statutes it is 
amended by any subsequent laws with which 
it may bein conflict. If the very authority 
under which the Common Council passes 
ordinances and the Mayor executes them is 
subject to any change which the Legislature 
may see fit to make without reference 
to the City of Chicago at all, then cer- 
tainly the measures passed by the 
City Legislature and the acts done by the 
Mayor are directly subject to State law. 
After July 1 the State law will require that 
saloons shall pay not less than $500 for 
whisky and $150 a year for selling beer, and 
if the city fail to impose these condi tions its 
pretended licenses will be no licenses at ail 
under the.law, and the saloonkeepers will be 
just as liable to prosecution for selling with- 
out a license as if they had paid no money 
whatever into the City Treasury. 

The lack of authority in the city to en- 
force a license ordinance whicn is in conflict 
with a State law is well illustrated by the 
following point: If the Mayor and Council 
can grant a legal license for nine months in 
conflict with State law by the passage of an 
ordinance just before a State law goes into 


a more extended period, and instead of nul- 

lifying the State law for nine months over- 

turn it for nine years ? , :

ment,” but he does not undertake to demon- 
strate that the city is actually greater than 
the State, nor that the local licenss oidi- 
nances take precedence of the State statutes 
on the same subject. 

The new ordinance procured from the 
Council at the earnest solicitation of Mayor 
Harrison will probably furnish the basis for 
extensive and expensive litigation, but Mr. 
Harrison himself evidently does not believe 
that it can defeat in the end the mandate of 
the State law. In the meantime, however, 
he has pleced himself in the attitude of mak- 
ing a strained effort as a public officer to 
nullity the law of the State in the interest of 
the saloons of the city, ana to the injury of 
the public trust which he is administering. 

— 
THE DIVISION OF DAKOTA. 

The South Dakota discontegts are in ses- 
sion at Huron for the purpose of preparing 
the way for the erection of that part of the 
Territory south of the forty-sixth paralle 
into a State. Mr. Barney Caulfield, now of 
the Black Hills, but for many long years 
well known as an attorney and Democratic 
politician in Chicago, is Chairman of the 
convention, and in his opening speech he in- 
dicated the purpose of the members—name- 
ly: to organize South Dakota into a State 
under inherent rights, announce it to Con- 
gress, and wait for admission. There is noth- 
ing to prevent the people of Southern Da- 
kota from going thus far towards Statehood. 
Other Territories have come in in the same 
manner after having passed a sort of novi- 
tiate as embryo States, but there are power- 
ful influences at work in Dakota, which 
have been intensified since the selection of 
Bismarck as the Capital, which will settle 
the division question before any Congress 
will act upon the admission of Southern 
Dakota. 

The next Congress will not admit Southern 
Dakota, It is Democratic, and that settles 
that question. To divide would involve the 
admission of both sections ef Dakota, and that 
will never be done by a Democratic Congress. 
Meanwhile the location of the Capital at 
Bismarek will advance the coustruction of 
railroads, north and south. The great work 
has already commenced. Both the North- 
western and the Milwaukee & St. Paul are 
stretching out to Bismarck. More roads will 
follow, until the extreme sections of Dakota 
will be but a few hours apart, and Bismarck 
will be as central and as convenient 
to the rest of the State as almost 
any other Capital in the Union is 
to its State. This railroad growth 
means the development of Central Dakota, 
and that involves the development of North 
and South Dakota and the-tying of its divis- 
ions together into one great whole. The 
destiny of that Territory is to remain one 
and inseparable, in which form it will come 
into the Union as a great and powerful 
State. The present convention will not 
secure the admission of Southern Dakota, 
but it may hinder the admission of both 
Southern and Northern, and for this reason 
the efforts of politicians to clutch a few 
spoils or to gratify sectional spites and jeal- 
ousies are not very wise, to say the least. 
Solid Dakota, united in its great resources 
and its political strength, will exert a force 
she could never have if divided, and will 
come into the Union, not in twosections, jeal- 
ous of each other and frittering away their 
strength, but as the imperial State of the Far 
Northwest. Politiclans may plotand counter- 
plot and seek to inflame the antagonism 
of disappointed towus for the sake of their 
own profit, but greater forces are at work that 
annihilate time and distance, and will make 
the people of Dakota close neighbors and 
harmonious in sentiment. Dakota undli- 
vided and in the Union will be an immense 
power in the Northwest before another dec- 
ade. Dakota divided would involve the 
dependence of one section upon the other, if 
not an absolute antagonism between the two 
sections. With all respect to their Chairman, 
who was never a very safe guide even in his 
palmy days, and for thelr convention, which 
seems to be made up very largely of disap- 
pointed placeseekers from the vicinity of 
Yankton, whose nose is just now out of 
joint, the people of Southern Dakota would 
be wiser to join hands with their Northern 
neighbors and wait their united destiny asa 
State in the Union, for to this it will come at 
last. 
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A FREE-GROG FIASCO. 

The North Side “ mass gathering” of Ger- 
mans which was to have demolished the 
Harper bill was a flat and wretched failure, 
because the Germans“ were not there. 
Unusual preparations were made to induce 
the Germans to rally in their great strength. 
The dead walls were placarded with flaming 
appeals. itinerant bands paraded the streets 
drumming up enthusiasm, and a stationary 
band at the doors of Turner-Hall added its 
bewitching strains to entice the German 
passer-by and invite him in to witness the 
demolition of the Harper bill. The three 
great orators of the occasion were Herr 
Hybrid Haines of Waukegan, Herr Yancey 
of Macoupin County, and Herr Linegar of 
Cairo—three prominent “Germans” with 
strong Yankee accents, who have forgotten 
their supposed mother tongue so effectually 
that they cannot speak a word of it, and take 
whisky straight in quantities proportionate 
to the order in which their names are given. 
Not one of them knows a schnitzel from a 
golash, but as they had fought the Harper 
bill in the Legislature they were imported 
to draw the Germans with their elo- 
quence. But, placards and brass bands and 
the three blowhards for free whisky to the 
contrary notwithstanding, the Germans did 
not respond. There are 60,000 German peo- 
ple living in the North Division, 10,000 of 
them legal voters, but there were not 300 
persons present at the Turner-Hall, the very 
focal home of beer and gemüthlichkeit. It 
was a ridiculous failure, as stale as the beer 
in the bottom of a keg in a one-horse saloon. 

The reasons for this flat failure are very 
clear. The Germans have practically, philo- 
sophically, and sensibly accepted high 
license. There are two classes of them which 
at the outset regarded the bill with appre- 


J hension as affecting some of their interests— 


the beer-drinkers and the beer-sellers. As 
the operation of the bill has become better 
known, both drinkers and sellers have dis- 
covered that their apprehensions were 
groundless. Disciples of Gambrinus were 
at first fearful that the billwas a sumptuary 
measure which would involve their personal 
rights and interfere with their prerogative 
of drinking their favorit beverage. They 
have now discovered that they can drink 
just as often and just as much as ever, 
and that their beer will not cost any more 
than if the Harper bill had not passed. 
Better still than this: they have become con- 
vinced that one of the effects of the bill will 
be to improve the quality of the beer. It is 
no secret that stale beer is the most horrible 
stutf that can be put into the stomach. Good 
beer must, in German parlance, be frisch, 
frei, und froh.“ The German wants his 
beer fresh, cool, and full of life, not dead 
stuff from the bottom of a warm Keg, which 
it has taken a whole day to fritter out its con- 
tents. This is the kind of beer that is kept 
in the little irresponsible saloons that sell but 
a keg or two a day. The stale, warm, un- 
fresh, adulterated beer is always to be found 
in the little doggeries. By concentrating the 


sale of beer in the hands of large and respon- 
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ice-boxes, the ‘wilt be bad cool’ and 
fresh, and the brewers will Have some induce- , 
ments to make better grades of beer. Thisis 
one réason why the beerdrinkers are not 
opposed to the Harper bill and did not go to 
the Haines-Yancey-Linegar meeting. 

There are just as good reasons why the 


beer-sellers who are respectable and re- 


sponsible did not attend this meeting. They. 
have no reason to be dissatisfied with the 
bill. They know well enough that just in 
proportion as the number of whisky-shops Is 
reduced by the $500 tax the sale of beer wil! 
be increased, and their profits also. The 810 
license fee is not a matter of any special mo- 
ment to them. The ordinance which the 
Mayor rushed through tne Council to save 
his groggeries from paying the license which 
the law demands imposes a fee of $103 for 
nine months, or until the Ist of April, 1854, 
which is at the rate of 8180 a year. The 
State law, which sets aside all municipal 
laws in conflict with it, imposes a fee of 
only $150 after July 1 for beer. This is but 
$14 more than Harrison, in deflance of the 
State law and of Supreme Court décisions, 
proposes to allow deer and hisky 
to be sold for, Fourteen doll is 
nothing to the beer-seliers who are 
not running little doggeries. The license 
demanded by the State will be paid by them 
for the sake of saving themselves from pros- 
ecutions, costs, and penalties, and the ex- 
penses of litigation, if for no other reasons. 
If the German members of the Council are 
wise they will join with the Americans and 
amend the municipal code by passing an or- 
dinance in consonance with the State law, 
which on July 1 will take precedence of and 
set aside all other ordinances bearing upon 
the subject, 

These are the chief reasons why the Turn- 
er-Hall meeting was such a dismal failure. 
The beer-drinkers find that they are going to 
have better beer and as much as they want 
of it at the old price, The sellers find that 
their business is going to be improved at the 
expense of the whisky-saloons, and, what Is, 
still more to the point, all classes of Germans 
find that the Harper bill is going to accom- 
plish just what they have always wanted, 
and what Mr. Hesma and all their leaders 
have always worked for—namely: the sub- 
stitution in large part of mild lager for 
dangerous whisky. The Harper bill is in 
reality a bill in the interests of Germans, 
and thatis the reason why they do not go to 
meetings called to denounce it, or to listen 
to the abuse of its friends at the hands of 
sueli blatherskites and whisky tools as 


‘Haines, Yancey, and Linegar. 
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HARRISON DISCRIMINATES AGAINST 
BEER-SALOONS. 

Under the ordinance passed by the Com- 
mon Council last Monday evening, which 
charges $103 for a license extending to April 
next, a period of nine months, saloons of 
every class which take out a license within 
the next ten days will be paying at the rate 
of $136 a year. This will be a reduction of 
only $14 per annum below the license rate 
fixed by the State law for beer-saloons. It 
is now in order for the beer-saloons to con- 
sider whether they can afford to risk the 
cost and annoyance of prosecution for sell- 
ing without a license merely to save $14 a 
year, which would not buy them two addi- 
tional barrels of beer a year. 

There is another phase of the question 
which is of still greater importance to the 
classes chiefly interested in the sale of beer. 
All the whisky-saloons sell beer now, and 
many of them sell it in large quantities, 
while the sale of spirituous liquors does not 
represent 5 per cent of the trade of the reg- 
ular beer-saloons. Will it pay for the beer- 
saloons and the Germans to encouSage an 
attempt which, if successful, will save the 
whisky-saloons $364 during the year and 
themselves only $14 during the same time, 
in order to maintain the largest number of 
competitors in the sale of beer ? 

The Germans and all people who regard 
beer as a quasi temperance drink immensely 
less intoxicating and less injurious than 
whisky must condemn the Harrison ordi- 
nance which encourages the Irish whisky- 
saloons by the attempt to license them for 
$364 a year less than the State law requires, 
and discourages beer-saloons by offering to 
them a saving of only 814 a year. The dis- 
crimination of the Harrison scheme in favor 
of the Irish whisky-saloons is altogether un- 
fair, and we should think it would call out 
unatalified resentment from the Germans. 
Their representatives in the Council should 
join with the American Aldermen in a re- 
pudiation of this palpable injustice to the 
beer-saloons, and in the passage of an ordi- 
nance as soon as the State law shall go into 
effect requiring all whisky-saloons to pay 
8500 a year for their privileges and all beer- 
saloons $150 a year, which are minimum 
fees fixed by the State law. Under the Har- 
risonian plan for defeating the State law a 
premium is practically offered for whisky- 
saloons, The beer-saloons save so little as 
compared with the State law that it can be 
no inducement whatever to them to risk the 
expense of litigation, and the enormous say- 
ing made by the whisky-saloons is calculated 
to keep them all going and maintain the full 
measure of the present competition in the 
saloon business. 
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PLUTOCRAT RULE IN ERITAIN. 

The British House of Commons is now 
more than it has ever been, perhaps, a club 
ofrich men and rich men’s sons and pro- 
tégés. The various Keform bills have but 
tended to make itso. The rich merchants 
and manufacturers of the cities and towns 
have taken the place of the literary free- 
lances and the jolly but not overwealthy 
Squires. The small boroughs which used to 
elect at the command of their owners the 
Burkes, the ‘Cannings, and the Sheridans, 
now elect the Goschens, the Guests, and the 
Rothschilds. The parliamentary represen- 
tation which used to be monopolized by the 
great landowners is now divided between 
them and the great capitalists. The result 
has not added to the debating or lawmaking 
capacity of the Commons. 

The explanation of this state of affairs isto 
be found in the facts that poor men cannot 
afford to enter Parliament; that in England 
legislators are paid no salaries. On the con- 
trary, they have to pay pretty dearly to be- 
come legislators. No man even of moderate 
wealth can hope to get elected for an English 
constitueucy unless supported by either the 
Carlton or the Reform Club. Election ex- 
penses are simply enormous. It sometimes, 
as in the case of Mr. James Lowthe - 
Chief Secretary for Ireland. costs $100, to 
obtain a seat. Cases have been known where 
the expenses have exceeded that amount. 
In the little borough of Ripon, with about 
1,000 votes, it costs the wealthy banker, 
Goschen, over $20,000 per annum to “nurse” 
the constituency. He has to .subscribe for 
all the local charities, to all the local funds, 
and the election expenses are not by any 
means small. 

It is to in some degree remedy this 
stute things that the Corrupt Practices 
bill has been introduced into Parliament by 
the English Attorney-General. Its pro- 
visions, as far as it goes, are most stringent. 
It provides very severe penalties for all 
‘torms of bribery, undue influence, lutimida- 
tion, and personation. It proposes to Jimit 
the expenses and to proportion them to the 
vote, Under it an agent has to be ap- 
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‘the candidates will be responsible for all the 
acts of agents, tney will be careful in their 
selections, as the penalty is disqualification 
for Parliament for ten years or for life. 

But with all this the Radicals complain 
that the bill is not thorough enough, that it 
still tends to give rich men a monopoly of 
the representation, inasmuch as it refuses to 
make the actual bona-fide expenses of the 
eleetion officers chargeable on the rates 
(taxes), and inasmuch as the Government 
refuses to bring in a bill to make provision 
for the payment of members of the Com- 
mons. 

On the 7th inst. Mr. Broadhurst, one of 
the two workingmen representatives in Par- 
liament, introduced an amendment to the 
Corrupt Practices bill providing that return- 
ing officers’ expenses be made chargeable to 
the rates, but his amendment was opposed 
by Mr. Gladstone on the grouud that it would 
endanger the passage of the measure, and 
was rejected by a vote of 247 to 81, and of the 
minority but 31 were English and Scotch 
votes. The rich men of the great club, 
whether Liberals or Tories, zealously guard 
their privileges; they will not unless the 
public pressure is so great that they dare not 
resist vote to admit men of humble means. 

The consequence is, as the caustic Mr. Hea- 
ly, fresh from an Irish prison, remarked, that 
„the House of Commons is studded with 
legislative dummies whose ouly title to be 
there is that they are their fathers’ sons or 
had a balance at their bankers'.“ 

But this state of things cannot long con- 
tinue. The thirty-one English members who 
voted for the Broadhurst motion include the 
ablest men of the Liberal party, the aggress- 
ive Radicals, like Collings, Cowen, Labou- 
chére, Lilingworth, and others. They will 
insist on reform in the direction of the mo- 
tion, and will be backed up by that great mass 
of people now shut out from any voice in 
the making of the laws. These people are 
now getting impatient at the slow,do-nothing 
policy of the Commons. They demand that 
reform shall be quicker, speedier, and more 
radical. Their demands will be heard. The 
reign of the oligarchy and the plutocracy 
must be ended; the legislative dummies 
must be banished from the Commons if their 
demands are to be complied with. 


A VICTORY FOR PRACTICAL DRAWING. 

Mr. Allan C. Story, member of the City 
Board of Education and Chairman of the 
Committee on Drawing, is reported to have 
moved, facetiously, to refer the subject of 
drawing in the public schools to Tur Trin- 
UNE, with power to act. Upon this the 
TRIBUNE may remark that were such a 
course pursued the best interests or the 
schools would alone be considered in passing 
upon rival systems of drawing. Tun Tris- 
UNE is not the attorney of any syndicate of 
bookmakers, and its action in such supposed 
case would be as independent and as fvar- 
less as it is on all public questions, 

Fortunately there seems to have been no 
necessity of the board abdicating its func- 
tions. It was able to consider the merits of 
the rival systems of drawing carefully and 
to arrive at a conclusion which Tur Trisune 
believes to be wise. It is Mr. Story’s mis- 
fortune to have been in the minority of six 
out of fifteen members. 

In the article in Monday’s issue of Tun 
TRIBUNE, entitled“ Drawing in the Public 
Schools,” there was no decided expression of 
opinion as to the relative merits of the two 
systems—the “Smith.” nowin use, and the 
“ White,” which Mr. Story desired to sub- 
stitute. Tun TRIBUNE had pretty good evi- 
dence of the superiority of the Smith sys- 
tem, but was content with queting the opin- 
ion of Dr. Woodward, of the St. Louis Man- 
ual-Training School, to the effect that the 
Smith system is much more in the line of in- 
dustrial work than the White system. If 
upon jnvestigation this should prove to be a 
fact Tur TRIBUNE hoped the Smith system 
would be preferred and retained. It was 
precisely this question that Tun TrispuNne 
desired the board to investigate. That the 
board would act in good faith Tur Tripune 
did not doubt; that it should act understand- 
ingly was its desire. Tue Tamer under- 
stands now that the board has found the 
Smith system to be superior, especially on 
the practical or industrial side, to the White 
system, and so decided—9 to 6—to retain it. 

It puzzles Tue Trrmune to know why Mr. 
Story voted against the Smith system after 
the demonstration of its superiority before 
the board. It is understood that he is an 
earnest advocate of the incorporation of man- 
ual training—tool practice—in the curricu- 
lum of the public schools, and yet he votes 
against asystem of drawing which makes 
fundamental the industria] feature, and in 
favor of asystem which almost totally disre- 
gards the industrial feature. The Smith 
system of drawing takes the pupil along the 
road towards tool practice: the White sys- 
tem directs. the pupil the other way. Mr. 
Story’s position reminds Tuz Tripune of 
the man who was in favor of the Maine Lig- 
uor law, but opposed to its enforcement. 
Mr. Story has been shouting in favor of man- 
ual training, but he votes against it. 

The Board of Education is to be congratu- 
lated upon holding itself in the line of 
progress. There are many signs of an 
awakening on the subject of the new educa- 
tion among the professional teachers and the 
men in charge of educational affairs in Chi- 
cago. Several members of the Board of Ed- 
ucation are known to be in favor of introdu- 
cing tool practice into the public schools. Su- 
perintendent Howland is understood to be 
an enthusiastic supporter of the Commercial- 
Club enterprise. Mr. Belfield, one of the 
most distinguished of the high-school Prin- 
elpals, has abandoned the old régime in ac- 
cepting the Directorship of the manual-train- 
ing school to be opened in Chicago the Ist of 
September. The town schools of Normal- 
ville are rapidly adopting the new methods 
of teaching introduced into the Cook County 
Normal School by Col. Parker. These are 
auspicious signs of progress—progress that 
will soon place the Chieago schools in the 
front rank among the first educational insti- 
tutions of the country. 


— — 


Tne New York Evening Post is nothing 
if not well posted, but its comment on the col- 
lapse of the lard corner is not marked by its 
knowledge of affairs. In enforcing its idea that 
the laws of trade are far more effective for 
the punishment of cornerers than the laws 
of the State it cites McGeoch as a speculator 
who “has been selling lard for future delſv- 
ery which he neither owned nor ever ex- 
pected to own, and has been aided in doing 
so by past success in similar operations con- 
cerning pork.” It was the very opposit of 
this that McGeoch did. He wasabuyer, He 
bought all the lard he could find in the mar- 
ket, and then bought all the agreements to 
deliver future lard that he could obtain. 
As rapidly as he became possessed of the 
lard that was delivered to him he shipped it 
away from Chicago, so that those who had 
agreed to deliver future lard to him should 
be unable to obtain it, and so that he could 
exact an artificial and unfair price from the 
public for what wag left. He broke down 
because he miscalculated the amount he 
would have to buy. He failed, and, as the 
Post says, has been fined ruinously for his 
marauding adventure. The laws of the State 
of Illinois against corners have certainly 
been a complete failure. But the laws of 
trade are also failures in preventing corners. 
There have of late years been some very suc- 
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variety, in which the profits have ru! 
into millions of dollars. re was a very 
brilliant—from the Board-of-Trade point of 
view—corner in wheat last summer. Its 
managers were not “fined.” On the con- 
trary, they levied a very heavy “indemnity 
fund” on their antagonists of the board and 
on the consuming public, and it was paid to 
the last cent, The laws of trade appear to 
be following a course of evolution out this 
way which encourages the belief that before 
long the markets will be cornered about all 
the time by combinations of capital that will 
be as irresistible as that which in the Post’s 
own bailiwick has got possession of the oil 
market. Won’t the Post make it clear to an 
inquiring public to what extent its “laws of 
trade” have overtaken the Standard Oil 
Company? If that cornering concern has 
paid any “fines ”’—or taxes either—we, have 
been too far off to perceive it, 8 

SENATOR VooRHEES’ remarks as made for 
publication to our correspondent a day or 
two ago in Terre Haute are a, demagogical 
bid for the support of the most sordid fac- 
tions of his party. He offers in substance 
that if they will follow him he will hand 
over all Government offices, big and little, to 
them for plunder. He advertises that if the 
Democrats carry the next election it will, so 
far as his policy shall prevail, makea clean 
sweep through every Government depart- 
ment and replace all the Republican clerks 
and bookkeepers by Democrats. A Demo- 
cratic Administration must have Democrats 
under it, this spoils demagog proclaims, down 
to the lowest tide-waiter. “ The work of the 
party in power,” he says, “oughtto be per- 
formed by its friends.” It used to be the 
theory of Jefferson and’ the pre-historic 
Democrats that the work of the Government 
should be done by the friends of the Gov- 
ernment, but that doctrine is too patriotic and 
old-fashioned for the médetn Indiana Dem- 
ocrat of the partisan spoils stamp of Senator 
Voorhees. :

his own pafty. The body of the people are 
heartily sick of machine politics, and desire 
nothing so much as to see the Government 
run for the benefit of the voters, and not for 
that of the bosses. The people of this coun- 
try are not yet corrupted, and they realize 
fully that the only way to save this Republic 
from drifting into the hands of mad faction- 
aries, and to cool the rising heat of elections

‘They poiut 
out in support ot this that in olme years there 
have been but four election petition cases in 
Ireland, and in only one case—that of Dungan- 
non—was the offense proved; then only against 
an agent who acted without consulting the 
candidate. The real reason why the Irish mem- 
bers have opposed the exteasion of the measure 
to their country, however, is their distrust of 
the Irish Judges before whom petitions are 
tried. It is all but certain thatif Mr. Parnell’s 
return, for instance, were tried before Judge 
Lawson he would be unseated on vey slight 
evidence, and doubtless disqualified to enter 
Parliament for many years. ihis is the ex- 
planation of the recent obstruction tactics of 
the Irish members in the case of this bill.

GENERAL REPORTS. 
MR. DALRYMPLE ON NORTHWESTERN WHEAT 
PROSPECTS. 

Mrwavkes, Wis., June 20.—(Special.}— 
W. F. Dalrymple, the Dakota wheat king, is 
in the city today. In a conversation with a 
reporter Mr. Dalrymple stated his belief that 
the current year will be a profitable one to 
wheat-growers in the Northwest. In Da- 
kota, he says, an enormous crop of spring 
wheat has been planted, the acreage sown in 
the Territory being at least 50 per cent great- 
er than last year. The harvest prospects now 
he pronounces as better than they were at 
this time last year, and an increase in 
the average yield per acre will not 
surprise him. Within the last few 
weeks he has passed through a large part of 
Dakota, Minnesota, and Wisconsin, and, 
basing his opinion upon what he has seen 
himself, states that the condition of the 
spring wheat generally in the States named 
is very good. As to the outiook for prices, 
Mr. Dalrymple thinks that as encouraging to 
growers as the present prospects of the 
yield. He says that wheat will bear good 
prices on the coming crop because the gen- 
eral shortage of the winter wheat will not be 
fully made up by the increased 27. of 
spring wheat. Speaking of what he Is doing 
himself in the wheat-growing line this year 
on the great Dalrymple farm, he said: 
„We have 28,000 aores in wheat, and 2,000 in 
oats and barley.”

The nu- 
merous rains of late have given the weeds 
and grass a start, and they are now having a 
nip-and-tuck race with corn. 

MICHIGAN. 

BERRIEN Sprin@s, Mich., June 20.— [Spe- 
cial.!—There is a decided improvement in 
wheat in this vicinity, and the prospects are 
that the vield will be mueh better than was 
expected. Harvest will de at least a week 
later than in other years. Oats and grass are 
in good condition. The fruit crop still 
promises a large yield.

ON THE BOARD. 
EVERYBODY AFTER MARGINS. 

The rumors prevailing Tuesday evening made 
the feeling very weak aud unsettied about the 
time of the opening of the markets yesterday 
morning, but a smaller number of operators 
perbaps thau Saturday entertained worse fears 
than they seemed to express then, the exveri- 
ence of four days having made them sensitive. 
There was a wilder call for margins than there 
was at the close of last week, the amounts de- 
manded being not only large but very unreason- 
able. Probably two-thirds of the calls of yester- 
day were far in excess of what was regarded by 
the trade as the justifiable point. Margins in one 
case were called for $14,000 where there 
was actually a difference of $2,000 in 
the other direction. Anotber case was 
reported where a man was Called for nearly 
$10,000, and on footing up his books it was found 
that he was already margined down nearly 5 per 
cent below the closing price of the previous day. 
Whole piles of margin tickets were sent out 
from some offices, and two or three leading 
houses in the street were pointed out as espe- 
cially cruel in this direction, and a good many 
rumblings were beard on Change in which the 
names of these parties were freely mentioned, 
and mutterings to the effect that it was very 

robable they would be remembered by their 
— operators when the excitement died 
out and there was a little more time to attend 
to them. 

PROVISIONS. 

The provision market opened very unsettled, 
bobbing up and down especially on meats; but 
after the Stewart product bad been cleared out 
of the way, the market reacted and closed quiet 
strong all around. Armour, Hutchinson, and 
Kent were rather large buyers of the product 
offered on the down-turn, and the market was 
relatively quiet after the selling out was over, 
there not bemg very much on sale or much de- 
mand for it. 

The grain market was weak, in sympathy with 
the expected break in provisions, the for- 
eign advices also indicating prices 
were lower on the other side of the 
Atlantic. But one or two leading houses 
that had been opounced bears turned 
in ae buyers, both oi wheat and corn, early in 
the day, and they kept those markets steady, 
leaving thew to close strong. It was estimated 
that one house alone bought about 2.500. 000 
bushels of wheat and 4,000,000 bushels of corn. 


FOREIGN EXCHANGE. 


Tt was reported that about $600,000 of foreign 
exchange was made ou Tuesday, mostly against 
provisious, whieh were to be shipped to En- 
giand as a result of the break. There were also 
inquiries for red wheat. and several for coro on 
the tloor yesterday, and some foreigu orders for 
lard. There was not much doing in either di- 
rection, bowever, as the unsettied feel here 
at the opening was telegraphed to Europe 
and led to the sending of orders bere to with- 
hoid business for the present until things wot a 
little more settled. By the time the markets 
had quieted down bere it was past business 
hours in England, owing to we difference of 
nearly six hours in time between Chicago and 
London: and so the orders to wait for awhile 
were not coanged. It is considered very prob- 
able that several of these buying orders will be- 
come active ones today. 


GEORGE STEWART & CO. 


There were two failures yesterday. One of 
the bouses, George Stewart & Co., has been a 
leader in the trade for a great many 
years, and bas always done a  atrictiy 
commission business, the firm never being 
known to specuiate on their own account; and 
there is probabiy nota firm on the board who 
could dave had more geuerous assistance from 
parties able to assist them or will meet with 
more unreserved sympathy from every one ac- 
quainted with them or their mode of doing bus! 
ness. They were “| tin” to a considerable ex- 
tent by the McGeoch failure, but had some more 
trades on with a party in East St. Louis, who 
was expected to respond with margins yester- 
day, but did not, and they found themselves 
short to the extent of $80,000, and decid- 
ed to close out their business, though 
they had offers of assistance from 
brother packers, and, it was intimated, 
one of the banks offered to tide them. over. 
They got rid of about 20,000 barrels of pork, 
5,000,000 pounds of short ribs, and their lard 
deal, which was partiy long and partly short, 
the balance being about 4,000 tierces long. They 
also bad a moderate line of wheat out, Dut on 
the right side. The loss, therefore, is not a very 
large one. Some ot their friends figured the 
outside responsibility as not more than $50.00u, 
but didn’t believe it would amount to anything 
like that sum in the long run, and said there was 
no reason why the firm should not pay every 
doliar of indebtedness as : 

et straigbiened out. They 
Goce compelled to lie down 
but simply preferred to square up and get out 
of their trades the best way they knew how, as 
they didn't know but, by holding on, their losses 
might be increased. The feeling of depression 
which existed in provision circles Tuesday aft- 
ernvon, after the regular trading of the day had 
closed., carried pork down 25 cents a barrel and 
lard 17% cents per 100 pounds, and they didn’t 
know but there was apt to be a still greater 
break yesterday moroing. And it is supposed 
to be this fear which decided them upon the 
course they took. 


DALLY X CO. 


The other failure was that of Dally & Co., who 
had lard sold to McGeoch, but also other cus- 
tomers who didn’t put up the margins called 
for. The liabilities are estimated at from 88,000 
to $10,000. 

Two or three other firms were reported to 
have gone under, but the rumors were without 
foundation. One of the houses, however, closed 
out all their trades and paid upin order to get 
rid of putting up excessive margins. ° 


NICHOLS & CO. PAYING Ur. 


Nichols & Co., who stopped Tuesday, were 
paying all adjusted claims yesterday, checks for 
about $100,000 being given out, and no one will 
lose anything by their suspeosion of business. 


ONLY WAITING. 


The other firms that lail down the same day 
are still waiting to hear from MeGeoch; but 
Receiver Bensley stated to the reporter that it 
would be some days before he would be 
able to make a statement of the 
condition of the State. He couldu't guess what 
would be paid, but said he would be happy if it 
was 50 cents. 

it is understood that one of the objects in 
baving a Receiver appointed was to ascertain 
whether Alexander Mitchell and Daniel Weils 
Jr., of Milwaukee, were partners of McGeoch in 
the deal, because if they were the creditors 
would be pretty sure of getting the full amouat 
of their claims. The expectation as to Mr. 
Mitchell, however, bas been dissipated by the 
positive statement by him that he was not a 
member of the pool, was never consulted about 
it, and bas never nad any personal interest in 
the wrain or provision markets, baving always 
condemned ail combinations to corner them.

IT WAS RESUMED YESTERDAY. 

The McGeocb-Fowler lard investigation yes- 
terday again occupied several hours of the val- 
uable time of the gentiemen who compose the 
Board of Directors of the Board of Trade. 

FRANK CLIFTON. 

Mr. Frank Clifton, a member of the Angio- 
American Packing & Provision Company, was 
examined. He testified that he bad been con- 
nected with Fowler Bros. for several years in a 
business capacity, and that he had asa junior 
partner acted as a general manager of 
the packing and other industries carried 
on by the company at the Stock-Yaras, 
He had frequently received instructions from 
both Anderson and Robert Fowler to see that 
the prime steam lard manufactured by them 
wus absolutely pure, and to permit notaing to 
enter it except fat taken from the carcasses ot 
hogs killed in the company’s establishment.

I was employed by the Fowler Brothers prior 
to their incorporation into the Anglo- Americano 
Packing & Provision Compa y. [am now in the 
employ of the Anglo-American Packing & Pro- 
vision Company, at the Stock- Yards, as General 
Superintendent of the whole house. I have 
been in their employ for four and a nalf years. 
I take wy orders direct from Mr. Robert Fow- 
jer, Mr. Andersda Fowler, and Mr. Frank Clit- 
ton. [have had explicit orders from all these 
gentiemen, on various occasions, from the early 
commencement of the house, to keep the prime 
steam lard pure and a standard article, and in 
accordance with the rulesof the rdof Trade, 
which provide that prime steam lard shall be 
made from the leaf lard, trimmings, head, and 
gut of the hog, in proportion as they come from 
the hog. My instructions to the foremen in the 
different departments through which the prime 
steam lard passes have been explicit to keep it 
pure and in accordance witb those rules. It is 
my duty to Ge reguleriy through the different 
departments and see that these orders are bein 
properly executed. [have gone daily throug 
the tank-room, the lard department, the kettle- 
room, and the other rooms connected with the 
lard business, and have never geen aay viola- 
tion of my arders. The evidence of Cunning- 
bam, where he states that he put beef tal- 
low and sheep tallow into the tanks, 
and on the same day. or afterwards, saw the 
same lard run ot into tierces branded James 
Wright & Co.,“ is utterly false. It is an impos- 
sibility for bim to know, as the lard is put into 
the tanks and requires twenty-four hours to 
cook and settle, when it is drawn off and 
pumped through apipe 400 feet long intoa 
scale tank, from which it tows into the kettles 
—either Nos. 1, 2, l. or 4, at the pleasure of the 
refiner—where it is stili allowed furtner time to 
settle, ten to twelve hours. These kettles, where 
the lard runs into them, are two stories above 
where the lard comes out to go into the tierces, 
so that it would be impossible for a man to put 
the material into the tanks and follow it through 
this 400 feet of pipe into te scale tank, 
and from that to the kettles, and 
then from that to the draw-off 
pipes, to know that it was the same lard. or from 
whence it came. I will say in reward to the 
testimony of the man Innes, about putting in 
1,400 pounds of tallow every day into the tanks 
with the hog product, that it is also false, tor 
the reason t weonly killed 672 cattle m 
the ist of November last, and we bad not that 
quantity of tailow in the house to put into those 
tanks. Besides, Innes testifies that be had 
charge of the tanks from the Ist of November 
to the 16th of February, which is also false, as 
from the Ist uf November to the 2d of May he 
was only thirty-three days there. He oniy 
worked in the tank-room in November from the 
2d to the 7th; in December on the 4th, and the 
18th to the Zlst: in January, the Ist; in March, 
the gd. 4th, and 5th, and April 23 to May 2. 

As to these men, Slavin, Henderson, Garland. 
and Blakey, they were assistants in the lard- ro- 
finery, and, from their situation in the refinery, 
bad no opportunity, nor was it possible for 
them to know what product they were drawing 
off when filling lard into tierces branded James 
Wrigut & Co.“ Kettle No. 4 was put up in De- 
cember last, specially for the purpose of mak- 
ing retined lard. No prime steam lard has ever 
been run into kettle No. 4. Our prime steam 
lard is all drawn from kettles No. 1, 2, and 3, 
which are connected direct with the pipe to 
which the faucets are secured from which the 
tierces are filled. This pi e., which has been 
calied a mysterious pipe, running from kettle No. 
4 to Tank ® in the tank-room was put 
up in February for an experiment, but not 


used until the end of April or the beginning of 


May for an experiment by Dr. Rose. It was 
only used on two occasions in experimenting, 
and has not been used since, and was never 
used in the manufacture of prime steam lard 
in any shape or form. Kettle No, 4 is not con- 
nected iu any way with the pipe througb which 
prime steam lard is runoff. i would say again 
as to the testimony given by Innes concerning 
the quantity of tallow that he put into the prime 
steam lard when he had charge of the tanks in 
April last, during the whole month of April 
there was pot a pound of prime steam 
run off, except one lot on the of 
April, that was sent to the i  »presses 
to be manufactured into lard oll. In 
the month of August last Mr. Anderson 
Fowler gave me specific instructions in refer- 
ence to the manufacture of prime steam lard, 
and this appeared to be the motive which actu- 
ated him in giving these special instructions, 
and left an impression on my mind: He said 
that the brand of James Wright lard they bad 
been able to sell at a premium on the New York 
market, and this be was anxious to maintain. 

Ine testimony given by Laskey and McUul- 
lem that they dug tallow out of casks and 
shoveled it into the kettles is also false. These 
men were never allowed in there, and 1 only 
know of their being in once to clean out some 
empty kettles. There has been con- 
siderable testimony given, too, in relation 
to the steam-room, where the lard is 
steamed out for making reuded lard. 
Nothing from that steam-roum has ever been 
used in the manufacture of prime steam lard. 
All these facts I know of my own knowledge as 
Superintendent of the house, and having had 
access to every department, and beingin daily 
intercourse with the foremen of the ‘epart- 
ments, and seeing the work in progress.

yesterday, gave notice to the Stock Exchange 
that they had settled all of their differences in 
the exchanges. Mr. Parks stated that the firm 
owed nothing on the Produce or Cotton Ex- 
changes. The offices of the company were filied 
during the business hours, but no business was 
transacted. C. G. White, the Stock Exchange 
member of the firm, said that no definit infor- 
mation had been received from X. 
Nichola & Co., of Chicago, consequently 
R. H. Parks & Co. were unabie to tell exactly 
how they stood. As soon as they could ascer- 
tain the full extent of their obligations and as- 
sets they would issue a statement. I have no 
doubt,” said Mr. White, “as to the ability of 
this firm to pay every dollar it owes, and after 
the accounts are closed up we shall have left a 
large capital upon which to continue business.” 
Another member of the firm said he did not 
think the obligations outstanding would amount 
to over $6,000. The firm. members deny that 
they were indebted to M. 8. Nichole & Co. The 
affairs of the suspended firm excited little com- 
ment on the street today, the prevailing sen- 
timent being that its financial troubles were 
merely temporary.

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Explains His Motives for 


His Conscience, He Declares, Will Not 
Permit Him to Accept the Bish- 
op’s ** Notions.” 
The Strained Relations Impede the Work of 
Building the New Church—Appoint- 
ment of a Committee. 


THE RESIGNATION, 

THE REV. ARTHUR RITCHIE EXPLAINS TO 
HIS PARISHIONERS His REASONS FOR 
STEPPING DOWN AND OUT—A QUESTION 
OF $20,000, 

The Church of the Ascension was crowded 
last evening with parishioners and others who 
were anxious to hear the reasons for the an- 
nouncement of his resignation made by the 
Rev. Arthur Ritchie Sunday morning. 

After brief prayer he said that, as the parish 
might desire to hold a meeting when he had 
finished reading a paper to them and talk over 
matters, he would ask Mr. Gear to preside, and 
if a meeting were held he (Kitchie) would re- 
main in the sacristy, so that if they wished they 
could speak to him. 

THE RECTOR’S ADDRESS. 

He then read the following address: 


More than eight years have passed since I first 
officiated in the u of the Ascension as its 
rector-elect. Of more than 300 names now re- 
corded upon the roll.of communicants but 
twenty-four were there eight years ago. I have 
become so completely identified with this parish 
as its rector that I suppose there is no church in 
the land which can boastof closer more 
friendly relations between priest and 
than we. Yet today I present to you as i bave 
also formally presented to the vestry my resig- 
nation of this rectorship. 

It is tair that I should give you my reasons for 
this course. And that you may the better fol- 
low me in those reasons let me lay down two 
general propositions which all must acknowl- 
edge to be indisputabie: 

1. No right-mioded priest can permit his own 
pastoral views of duty to force his parish into a 
position of diocesan isolation detrimentai alike 
to its spiritual and material weifare. 

2. When a parish priest shall find that the 
uncertainty of the continuance of his pastorate 
(arising from his own individual belief) is hav- 
ing a disastrous effect upon bis parish by im- 
pairing the corfidence of bis peoplein the ta- 
bility of the work it is quite time that he should 
withdraw from his rectorship and let ano 
take his place. 

Both of these conditions have, as it seems to 
me, come to passin our own case, because of 
my unfortunate difficulty with the Bishop. I 
need not try to disguise from you the fact that 
this parish is practically under Episcopal ban. 
Not that vou have committed any offense, but 
because of my course in the matter of the late 
mass on Sundays. The Bishop has stated most 
distinctly that the difficuity is with myseif per- 
sonaily, and not with the parish. Yet, as I am 
rector of the parish and conduct its services, 
every ove of you bas to bear along with me the 
consequeuces of my course. Mostof you have 
read the recent Episcopal address to the 
Diocesan Conveution, and you have no doubt of 
the intended applicadon of some parts ot it. I 
may add that a recent letter from the Bishop to 
myself contained these words: “I most deeply 
feet the wrong you are doing yourself, the 
diocese, and the Church of God by the course 
which you are pursuing.” 

To you, my dear people and well-beloved 
friends, I can speak frankiy. You know that 1 
speak sincerely. The course which I am pursu- 
ing is the one | believe to be right. I could not 
do that which the Bishop wants me to do with- 
out violation of conscience. I cannot stand up 
Su days and pretend there are persons in tne 
congregation who expect to receive communion 
when I know perfectly well there are noose. To 
use the parts of the service addressed only to 
communicants at a time when there are none 
present for me would be taking a lie in my 
mouth. Perhaps most of you do not feei as 1 do 
about this matter. Not that you would not 
stand by your rector and sustain most earnestly 
ail that he thought right. I have no disloyaity 
on the part of any one in the parish to compiaia 
of. 1 do not doubt for one moment your per- 
sonal devotion to myself, nor am I insensibie of 
the many proofs of that personal devotion 
which 1 daily receive. Yet you (naturaily 
enough) cannot appreciate as I do the impor- 
tance which this question of the late mass 5un- 
day bas assumed in my mind. I am awa 
that many of you may say, as Ma 
of my brother priests say: Wuy not give up 
your own will, and do asthe Bishop wishes you 
todo?” Lreply simply: “I cannot.” Judge me 
as you please. I bave learned to bear severe 
judgments, and to be criticised by my fellow- 
men as if simpe willfulness had superseded 
conscience in my nature. For all that, | cannot 
stand up Sunday after Sunday acting a lie, for 
in My conscience it is nothing else than that. I 1 
know what people say to me every time I ex- 
press myself inthis way: “That is simply one 
of your idiosyncrasies; nobody eise thinks as 
you do about those parts of the service.” Per- 
naps they are right. ldiosyncrasy sometimes 
becomes second nature. It certainly has become 
a part of my conscience ia this case. We only 
waste words discussing sucha point. Let it my 
idiosynerasies, which 1 cannot give up, cause 
the parieh to be cut olf from Episcopal visita- 
tion, alienate its friends, encourage its enemies, 
and impair its onward progress—all of which 
results seem to have been realized in our case— 
it is surely time that I retired from my position 
as your rector and released the parish from a 
load which. however lovingly borae, is yet sure 
to crush out its strength iu time. 

Now | can fancy many of you saying to your- 
selves, as you listen to all this: Our dear 
rector is the victim of a monstrous delusion. 
As for the loss of Episcopal visitation, we care 
nothing about it; the weak-minded friends who 
are alienated, we can well dispense with; the 
enemies who are made we snap our fingures at; 
and as for progress, the Parish of the Ascension 
is going forward faster than any ip the city.” 

That sort of honest encouragement bas kept 
me up for some mouths, and perhaps would 
have held me back from the step I take today, 
had I not begun to fad out that it was only the 
brave talk of those who tn the face of facts are 
yet unwilling to surrender hope. You aré sur- 
prised? You say to me, Does not the year- 
book, Just published by you, prove that, in spite 
of ali opposition, the Parish has gone on as 
vigorously in the last year as in Rey Any 7 
year of its history? ue enough. ut let me 
call to your minds some items of our past parish 
history, together with some taken from the 
parish life of today. Consider what has been 
done in the last three years, over and above 
constantly increasing parochial expen 
and the ever-growing dep-ands of charity 
upon us. In the first of these three 
years we raised $4,000 for our new church; 
the second, $6,000; and in the third, $7,000. 
Twelve thousand dollars have been put into the 
Walls of the new building, and $5.000 into the 
first story of our parish house. This summer 
we pro to go on with work upon the 
church. By borrowing $20,000 we should bave 
been enabled to finish and to occupy the nave of 
the new church. Instead of going on we have 
decided “it is inexpedient to proceed witb the 
building at present. Why was it so decided? 
Because the risk of indorsing a note for $20,000 
bearing 6 per cent interest and running for a 
period of ten years was thought to be too great 
to be assumed by any of us. [kno of no ade- 
quate cause for this distrust of tue future of 
the Ascension, save the fear that the present 
unsatisfactory reiationsgof your rector to the 
Bishop may result disastrously to the parish in 
the next few years. Whatever may be the ex- 
plana ion, this is the fact—that the parish, hav- 
ing gone on faithfully for three years past 
to do an average of nearly 000 worth 
of building work every year, now holds 
back, and decides.that it is inex pedient to adopt 
the only plan for going on with the work which 
seems open to us. The danger must be some- 
what imminent which can make those who have 
been through what parishioners of the Ascen- 
sion bave been through hold back from taking 
arisk of $20,000, payable ten years from now, 
which is to be secured by $75,000 worth of prop- 
8 and towards the repayment of which steps 
will be taken directly the loan is made, which 
will in all probability put into the sinking fund 
an average of $2,000 per year. The danger of 
some crisisin the matter of wy difficulty with 
the Bishop is sufficiently great to make you un- 
willing to indorse u parish note for $20,000 . But 
is there no danger in standing still? While we 
wait for some propitious future (probably wholly 
imaginary) the part of the city in which 
our parish is situated is rapidly filling 
up with new people, a considerable 
number of whom we should bring into the 
fold if we exhibited evidences of earnestness 
and successful work; but who will carefull 
shun our membership as they benold our half 
built walls, untouched for many long month 
a dreary monument of those who began to but 
and had not the heart to finish—those very walls 
gradually failing into decay under the severity 
of the winter’s frosts and the vandal hands of 
school-boys. There could be nothing more 
hopeless than to stand still after we have gone 
thus far. It will cost $25,000 to finish and occu- 
py the nave of the church. You dare not run 
the risk of borrowing $20,000 this year. Will 
you be more courageous next year ps 
next yeur you will ox hard effort get together a 
few thousands, and instead of having unpro- 
ductive capital to the amountof oniy $12,000 
— will have $17,000. But you will stil be a 
ong way from the completion of the work.

CRIMINAL CODR. 
FEES OF STATE’S-ATTORNEYS. 

Perhaps the three most important amend- 
ments are those incredsing the fees in cases of 
conviction for felony from $15 to $20. the pro-

HABITUAL CRIMINALS.

INJURING THE ICE PRODUCT. 

Senator Secrest seeured an amendment to the 
criminal code imposing a fine not exceeding 650, 
or imprisonment in jail for a term not exceea- 
ing Ove year, or both, on any one who willfully 
and maliciously injures, mars, Hoods, or other- 
wise damages or destroys ice on rivers. pontis, 
oe. intended for use as an article of mervhan- 

ise. 

Another act by the same author protects ice- 
ponds by preventing the drawing of water 
therefrom, and increases the penalty from 6300 
to 6500. [Not yet approved. ] 


DRAINS AND LEVEES, 
THE SNY CARTE LEVEE. 

Mr. Worthington got through a necessary 
amendment to the Drainage act of 1879 legaliz- 
ing the work done in connection witn the Say 
Carte Levee. 

THE CAIRO IMPROVEMENT SCHEMES. 

Mr. Linegar succeeded in passing what was 
known as the Cairo Levee bill, designed to give 
to cities and villages subject to overfo and in- 
undation authority to build levees to protect 
them therefrom. 

Mr. Linewar was also the author of another 
bil! suppiementary in its objects and provisions 
to the foregoing, and which aiso became a law 
with an emergency clause. Its purpose is to 
provide forthe division of cities and villages 


subject to overtiow and inundation into improve- 
ment districts. : 
DRAINS FOR AGRICULTURAL PURPOSES. 

Senator Torrance was the author of a drainage 
act whicb provides that the owner or owners of 
land shall have the right to conduct drains for 
agricultural purposes into any natural water- 
course or natüral depression whereby the 
water will be. carried into a natural water- 
course, or into the highway. if Commissioners 
consent, and shall not be liable in damages to 
any person for so doing. It is intended to simplify 
the manner in which the right to construct the 
drain can be secured, so as to make it inexpen- 
sive and easily understood by farmers as well as 
lawyers. All proceedings required and the 
manner of gonducting them are fully set forth 
in the act. Not yet approved]. 

JUSTICES’ JURISDICTION. 

A drainage act by Senator Gillham amends the 
law providing for the formation of drainage dis- 
tricts by increasing the jurisdiction of Justices 
of the Peacegéo that they may hear and deter- 
mine the rights of all parties in interest where 
the cost of such drains or ditches shall not ex- 
ceed $6,000, in the same manner as such pro- 
ceedings might be beard before County Courts. 
[Not yet approved.) 

PROTECTING LEVEES. 

Another act by the same suthor amends the 
act to provide for the construction, reparation, 
and protection of drains, ditches, and levees 
across the lands of others, for agricultural, san- 
itary. and mining purposes, so that the Com- 
missioners, in districts formed under the act, 
may build wing dams. [Not yet approved.] 

SWAMP DRAINS, 

Another new drainage act deciares that all 
drains or ditcbes heretofore made by any coun- 
ty to drain swamp and overfiowed lands donat- 
ed tosuch county by the State shall be public 
ditches or drains, and may be preserved or im- 
proved by the County Boards of the counties in 
which they are situated. The act further pro- 
vides the manner in which the expense of pre- 
serving or improving such ditches shall be puid. 
Not yet approved.)

PUBLIC HEALTH, 
SUPPRESSING GLANDERS. 

The pleuro- pneumonia act of 1881 was amended 
by adding two new sections giving the State 
Veterinarian equal powers to suppress gianders. 
The act appropriates $10,000 for this purpose 
and went into effect immediately®after its 
passage by virtue of an emergency clause, 

ADULTERATION OF VINEGAR. 

This act provides that every person who shall 
manufacture forsale, or shall offer or ex pose 
for sale as cider-vinegar, any vinegar not the 
legitimate product of pure appie-juice Known 
as apple-oider and not made exclusively of said 
apple-cider shall, for each such offense, be 
punished by a tine not less than $25, nor more 
than $50: and that every pesson who shall manu- 
facture for sale, or who sbali offer or expose 
for sale, any vinezer found upon test to con- 
tain any preparation of lead. copper, sulphuric 
acid, or other ingredients injurious to beaith, 
shall, fur each such offense, be punished bya 
fine of not less than 8100.

INSURANCE. 
REGULATING ** ASSESSMENT” COMPANIES. 
The only life-insurance bill passed at the re- 

cent session was one providing for the organiza- 
tion and management of corporations fur- 
nian ing life, accident, or permanent disability 
indemnity or pecuniary benetits to the widows, 
heirs, and devisees of deceased members. The 
bill requires such corporations to report to the 
Auditor, the same as recular life · insurance com- 
panies, and, in order to make future organiza- 
tions more difficult, requires the incorporators, 
before the Secretary of State can issue a certiti- 
cate, to procure applications for atleast $200,000 
insurance by at least 200 applicants, and to re- 
ceive the Auditor's approval of the plan, name, 
ete. A majority of the officers must be resi- 
dents of the State. the as essment notices must 
show the objects for which moneys are to 
collected, and the funds shall not be used for 
any other purposes. The act makes it miede- 
meanor for any agent or physician to ure in- 
surance through {fraud and misrepresenta uon 
on the aged and infirm who are not in an insur- 
able condition, places such corporations direct- 
ly under State supervision, requires sworn 
statements, and provides for wioding tbem up 
and punishing their officers and agents for vo- 
lating any of the provisions of the act.

RAILROAD-AID BONDS, 

An amendment to the Kailroad-Aid law ex- 
tends the liability of counties, cities, etc., which 
have voted aid to railroads, to Sept. I. 1883, un- 
der the restrictions contained in the old law and 
anew one providing that the act shall not be 
construed to revive the right of any railroad 
company to have any subscription for stock 
made or bonds issued where such subscription 
bas not been actualiy and formally made and 
entered upon tbe subscription-books of the 
company by the proper municipai officer before 
the passage@f thi act, but shall revive only 
such aid as may have been voted by way of do- 
nation. [Not yet approved.] 


MINES AND MINING, 
STATE INSPECTION, 

The act of most importance to the coal-mining 
interest of the State passed at the recent session 
isthe production of the Joint Committee on 
Mines and Mining. The first section of the ex- 
isting law is amended by making its provisions 
applicable to all mines ja the State instead of 
ouly to those employing teu or more men each, 
and by requiring mine inspectors to furnish 
copies of all maps or plans of mines to the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics. The third section is 
amended by an additional p:ovision that escape- 
ment shafts shail be constructed in all mines 
hereafter opened at the rate of 200 feet per 
annum until completed. The age at which per- 
sons may be employed in mines is put at 14, in- 
stead of 12, us in che existing law, and district 
inspectors are es ablished in addition to those 
who may be appointed by County Boards. All 
reports of accidents are to be made to the u- 
spectors. The State is then divided into five in- 
spection districts. 

A further amendment provides that the Gov- 
ernor shall upon the recommendation of a 

rd of Examiners selected for that purpose, 
and composed of two practical coai- miners, two 
coal operators, and one mina engineer, to be 
appointed by the Bureau of Labor Statistica, ap- 
point five properly-quaiified persons to fill the 
offices of inspectors. 
WEIGHING COAL AT THE MINE. 

This act is intended to insure a correct system 
of weighing coal, removing & very common 
cause of difference between coul-mine owners 
and their miners, and do away with at ieast 
one very fruitful provocadon for strikes. 

PREVENTING FIRES AT THE MINES. 

Another act amending the law providing for 
the health and safety of persous empioved in 
coal- mines provides fer the construction of 
Ure- proof buiidings at the mouthof tne pit; 
forbids the use of furnaces for ventilating pur- 
poses which will emit smoke into the mine; and 
requires employés engaged in mining to use 
copper needies in prepuring biasts and copper- 
tipped iron bars in tamping. (Not yet ap- 
proved. ] 


ROADS AND BBIDGES., 
THE HARD-ROAD ACT. 

Senator Gillham and Representative West are 
entitled to the chief credit for puttma through 
“an act to autborize the eonstruction and 
maintenance of gravel, rock, macadam, or other 
bard roads,” otherwise known as the hard- 
road law. It provides that on the petition of 
fifty landowners and legal voters of a township 
an election shall be held at the next annual 
town meeting in counties under township or- 
ganization, or road-district meeting in others, 
for or against levying a tax, not to exceed $1 
on each $100 assessed valuation of ali the tax- 
able property, including railroads, in the town- 
ship or district, for the purpose of constructing 
and maintaining such roads. The petition is to 
state the location and route of the roads, not 
exceeding two, the rate of the tax, and the 
number of years, not exceeding tive. for which 
it shall be levied. The tax, if voted, 
is to be levied by the Highway Commissioners, 
extended on the tax-books for the current year, 
collected the same as State and county taxes, 
and known as the permanent road fund. The 
Commissioners are authorized to my! a 
competent surveyor or civil engineer and their 
necessary assistants to vy! tue route, make 
plans, specifications, and estimates, and divide 
the work into secuions. The pians and specilfi- 
cations are to provide for the grading of a 
road-bed of not less than twenty feet in width 
on the surface, and so constructed as to drain 
freely to the sides, and with all necessary side 
and lateral ditches and tile-drains, bridges and 
culverts, and a track laid with gravel, rock, 
macadam, or other hard durabie substance 
of not less than seven nor more than sixteen 
feet in width, and, if constructed of gravel or 
broken stone, not less than-ten inches thick in 
the centre and eight inches thick 
on the In order to give 
the Commissioners some iatitude, however, 
this provision is to be conside directory 
only, and aot to prohibit the making of roads 
of different width or thickness, in the Commis- 
sioners’ discreuou. The work is to be done by 
pubiic contract les to the lowest bidder by sec- 
tions, ucder minute directions as to 
the manner of ietting, making pay- 
ments, etc., etc. Where hard material cannot 
be obtained at a cost within the means in the 
bands of the Commissioners, they are allowed 
the furtwer discretion of constructing the road 
wholly of earth, by a thorough system of tile or 
other drainage. It is further provided that all 
roads constructed under the act shall be free 
for public travel and kept in repair by the 
proper autoorities, and that all surplus funds 
after compietion shall be turned over to the 
common road fund of the towuship or road 
district, except what is retained for repairs.

SCHOOLS, 
COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 

The Genera! Assembly has been vainly trying 
for so many years to pass a Compuisory-educa- 
tion act that when it at last succoeds, as it did 
this time, its formal conclusions on that subject 
are worth publishing in full. The following is 
the full text of the bill introduced by Senator 
Walker, 5f Macoupin, and by the House 
on the last day of the ot yet ap- 
proved. |; 

A BILL for an act to secure to all children the bene- 
ut of an elementary education: 

Sec. I. Be it enacted. etc.. That everv person hav- 
ing the coptro! and charge of any child or children, 
between the ages ofS and M years, shall send such 
child or ehtidren to a public or private school for a 
period of not less than twelve weeks in each year, 
unless such child or children are excused from at- 
tending school by the Board of Education or School 
Directors of the city, town. or school district in which 
such child or children reside. Such excuse may be 
epee by said Board of Education or School Directors 

or any good cause shown why said child or children 
hall net be required to attend school in conformity 
wiih this act. 

Bec. 2 It shall be a good defense to any suit 
brought under this act, if the person under whose 
control such child or ehildrea are can show the 
mental or bodily condition of such child or caiidren 
is such as to prevent its attendance at school or ap- 
pilicstion to study tor the period required by this act, 
or that such child or children has en taught ia a 
private school, or ai home. for the time specified in 
this act, in such branches es are ordinarily taught in 
primary or other schools, or has acquired the 
branches of learning ordinarily taught in public 
school, or that no public school has been taught 
witbtn two miles, by the nearest traveled road, of the 
residence of such child or children. within the school 
district in which said child or children reside, tor 
twelve weeks during the year, 

Sec. 4. If any person beving 
of 2 child or children shal 
ply with the provisions of this act, said person shall 
y a fine of not less than % nor more chan SW. suit 

or the recovery of the une and costs shall be brought 
by any Director, or member of any Board of Educa- 
tion, of the districtin which such reon resided at 
the time of the committal of the offense, before any 
Justice of the Peace in said township. Jurisdiction 
is hereby conterred on ali Justices of the Peace in 
this State for the enforcing of this act. Such fine 
shall be paid. when collected, to the Schoo! Treas- 
urer of said township, to be accounted for by him as 
other school money raised for ym gdp > 

Sec. 4 It is hereby made the duty of Schoo! Direct- 
ors and members of the Boards of Education to pros- 
ecute offenses occurring under this act. The negiect 
80 to prosecute by any Schoo! Director or member of 
any Board of Education within twenty days after 
written notice has been served on such Director or 
member of such Board of Edmcation by any taxpayer 
residing in such district that any person has violated 
this act shall subject him or them toa fine of $v, to 
be sued for by anv taxpayer residing in the echool 
district where the violation of this act occurred. be- 
fore ony Justice of the Peace in the township where 
the said school district may be located. And when 
such fine is collected it shall be reported by said 
Treasurer and accounted tor as other mone raised 
for schoo! purposes, and become a part of the school 
fund of said township. 

TRAINING-SCHOOLS FOR BOYS. 

‘this is the act to provide for and aid training- 
schoois for boys, otherwise known as the Fee- 
hamvilie bill. Those who may be sent to the 
school are:

TEACHERS’ INSTITUTES, 

Senator Sunderland sueceeded in so amending 
Sec. 51 of the School act as te require a fee of $1 
from applicants for examination for teacher's 
certificate, and the same fee for renewal, the 
moneys so received to form a fund to defray 
the expenses of teachers’ institutes. [Not yet 
approved. ] 

ORGANIZING SCHOOL DISTRICTS.

STATE WEIGHMASTERS, 

A NEW SCHEME FOR WEIGHING GRAIN. 

One of the most important acts of the General 
Assembly was the passage of a bill providing for 
the appointment of State Weighmasters. Its 
primary and professed object is to insure the 
correct weighing of grain in place of the present 
loose and irresponsible system. One of its ef- 
fects will be to create a large corps of new 
officials at Chicago—a consideration of no littie 
interest to the politicians, who are already work- 
ing to secure places for themselves and their 
favorits. The railroads and che elevator men 
threaten to teat the virtue of the act. in the 
courts, on the ground that it is unjust to declare 
the action of the Weighmaster aod bis assist- 
ants conclusive, and that, under this provision, 
their bonds offer no protection whatever. [Not 
yet approved. } 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
FEES : ND SALARIES. 

The act to revise the law in relation to fees 
and salaries provides that counties containing a 
population not exceeding 25,000 shail beloug to 
the first class and counties containing over 25,- 
000 and not exceeding 100,000 shall belong to the 
second class. This keeps La Saile County, which 
bas been growing rapidly, in the second class, 
the limitation previously being not exceeding 
70,000. [Not yet approved.] 

Among the pew jaws is oue increasing the fees 
of the County Clerk of Cook County, with the 
idea of meeting the increased ex pense of cierical 
hire cousequent upon the growth of business, 
and making the office seif-sustaining. 

COUNTY TREASURER. 

To cure an omission in the act of 1874 County 
Boards are authorized to fill the office tempora- 
rily in case of the death of the incumbent. 

CEMETERIES. 2 

Two or more cities or villages are given the 
power to establish jointly within and without 
the corporate limits of either, acquire lands in 
common, lay out tots of convenient size fur fam- 
ilies, and sell lots for family burying-ground or 
to individuals for burial purposes. 

REFUNDING LOCAL FUNDS. 

Mr. Hester, of Marshall, got through an act 
providing for refunding surplus funds in the 
State Treasury to the credit of the bond funds 
of counties, townships, cities, towns, school dis- 
tricts, and other municipal corporations baving 
bonds registered in the Auditur’s office whea 
such bonds have been paid and canceled. 

SMALLER ELECTION PRECINCTS. 

The only successful amendment to the elec- 
tion laws was one which requires County Boards 
in counties under township Organization, when 
an election precinct is too large and too uumer- 
ously populated for the convenience of voters, 
to divide it into election districts to poll not 
more than 700 votes each. It also pronibits 
voters living in one district from voting in an- 
other. 

COUNTRY TELEPHONE LINES. 

An act was passed facilitating the construc- 
tion of rurai teiegrapb and telephone lines. It 
allows persons living on any pubiie bighway, 
street, or alley outside of an incorporated city, 
village, or town, or ow any private road leading 
thereto, to construct telegraph or telephone 
lines extending from house to house, and makes 
it a misdemeanor, punisbable by une not to ex- 
ceed $100, to injure or obstruct the lines. 


UNCLAIMED BAGGAGE. 


Innkeepers, warehousemen, or private ware- 
housekeepers are atlowed to seil unclaimed 
baggage or other property for unpaid charges, 
the sume as railroads, express companies, or 
other common carriers are now allowed to do, 
and under the same reguiations. 

GUARDIANS AND WARDS.

She was 
once much tofatuated with Harry Bradley. who 
was her leading man for several years, but when 
he closed his last season in ber company she 
seemed to forget him entirely, and his intimate 
friends say be mourns over her coquetry to this 
day. Then Clement Bainbridge, another one of 
her actors, was bewitched by her, and matters 
began to look as if she might become Mrs. Bain- 
bridge before that season was over. He is a 
peculiar gentleman, of handsome face and 
figure, but even bis manly quaiifications were 
not enough to win the consent of Mrs. Crab- 
tree, wbo is reported to have made a very quiet 
trip from vy! to Troy just in time to inter- 
rupt what she beard was to be a quiet little 
ceremony during ber absence. 

Lotta’s latest suitor was the very awkward 
young man who wore uncomfortably higb col- 
lars, banged bis bair, and tried very hard to Gil 
the piace of a leading actor in ber company 
during the last season. She met him in London, 
where he was well known in high social circics 
as an amateur actor. He was wealthy, owned 
large estates in Ird@and, prided himself ona 
high degree, and beneath all bis dudishness he 
was rather a good fellow. Lotta liked him, any- 
how, and wen ber English leading man disap- 
pointed her at the last moment she engaged this 
young mau to como to we United States as a 
member of her company on trial. He brought 
the name of Ceci! Kayne along with him. The 
actress became violently fond of him, it is whis- 
pered, but a few weeks ago they had a quarrel, 
and be was removed from the cast in New York 
for a week. They were to have gone to Europe 
together, but Lotta left on the steamship City 
of Berlin two weeks ago. Cecil waited until 
last Weanesday, when be went to Southampton 
on the Elbe. Lotta has gone to Dieppe. 

Those who know the actress best say that 
there was one man to whom she was truly and 
tenderly attached. He met ber in the earlier 
days of her stage life, when sue was struggling 
hard against discouragements to reach the 
posidon she bas since attained.

Tug Whistles. 

CHICAGO, June 20.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
Your correspondent Suffering People is right 
in bis general proposition—the remarks ten- 
foot whistles ” and those alluding to “100 norse 
capacity’’ being, of course, exaggerations. The 
Police Department bave detailed a very et- 
ficient officer, Florence Donohue, to attend to 


these whisti cases, and if the suffering people 
will aid in enforcing the law., a copy of which is 
given below, they will getrelief earlier than iu 
auy other way.

6: 

SEC. I. NI. No person shall blow or cause to be blown 
the steam whistle of any steamboat, warf-boat, tug. 
or other boat, for any purpose whatever, while lying 
at anchor at any wharf or dock in said city, or when 
approaching or leaving such wharf or dock, or when 
passing through any drawbridge in said city, from the 
time said boat shall have entered the approach to 
such bridge until it shall bave passed through said 
draw bridge beyond the opposite approach, or 
when running in the Chicago Kiver or any of its 
branches in said city, except when absolutely neces- 
sary asasigna of danger und in cases and under cir- 
cumstances prescribed by the laws and reguiations of 
the United States requiring the use of such whisties.

CRIMINAL COURTS. 
A DANGEROUS FORGER. 

In Judge Jameson's branch ot the Criminal 
Court the case of R. 8. Monroe, alias Joseph Cal- 
vert. alias * Button Joe,” alias Edwin Serviss, 
alias E. N. Moran, eto,, was called for trial yes- 
terday morning. Monroe is a most accomplished 
forger, confidence mad. etc.,and has been an 
inmate of many of the State penitentiaries. He 
has grown gray in a career of crime, beiag now 
57 years old. and his appearance is such that he 
would deceive the most wary. He bas a venera- 
ple- look ing iron-gray beard, well trimmed, and 

his bead is bald. He has restless gray- 
bles 2. and is about five feet six ſuches tail. 
Monroe is indicted for the forgery of a araft of 
£1.500 on Beckett & Co., of Leeds, Eogiana, and 
collecting some $6,800 on it from the First Na- 
tonal Bank in August, 1881 The bank people 
kept after Monroe through the Pinkerton Do- 
tective Ageocy, and succeeded in capturing 
“him just after he bad served out a 
term in the Wisconsin Penitentiary for a 
like offense. From time to time the case bas 
been put off, in order that the Messrs. Beckett & 
Co. might be enabled to send oua re resentative 
of the firm to prove the forgery. case was 
set for yesterday, Mr. Edward Beckett Faber, a 
member of the firm, baving arrived. Mr. Sawin, 
one of the attorneys for the defendant, made an 
objection to going on with the case, as he claimed 
that the principal counsel for the defense, Mr, 
Peacock, was busy in a case in Judge re 
court. State’s-Attorney Thomson insisted that 
this case was set for trial peremptorily, by the 
consent of opposing counsel, and it was Mr. 
Peacock’s business to be in court. Judge Jame- 
gon thought that Mr. Sawin might try the case 
without Mr. Peacock, but Mr. Sawin insisted 
be dad only just come into 
the case, and that he was not the counsel of 
record for the accused. The court appointed 
Mr. Sawin as counself r the prisoner, and or- 
dered an attachment issued for Mr. Peacock, 
who was found in Judge Rogers’ court-room, 
but who declined to come on the attachment, 
which was served by a Bailiff, because it was 
not properly signed by the court. Mr. Peacock, 
however, came over. In the meantime Judge 
Jameson had told Mr. Sawin to go on and try the 
case. Mr. Thomson bad a jury called, and he 
acoepted the first four men. Mr. Sawin refused 
to go on or to ask any questions. The 
court advised him to go on and ques- 
tion the jurors, and if a jury was made 
up before Mr. Peacock came in de 
should be entitied to question them, and, if there 
were any objections made to any of the men, 
the objecuons would be sustain After a lit- 
tle more unnecessary sulking the case went to 
trial, and a jury was ciosen.

Mr. Nickerson, the Presi- 
ent of the bank, testified to the defendant be- 
ing introduced to him by Schureman, the mar- 
ble man, after banking bours, one day iu 
August, 1881, and that Monroe jrepresented bim- 
self as desiring to purchase some property in 
wollen Mr. Nickerson was interested.

Mr. Edward Beckett Fa- 
ber, of Leeds, England, who came on purpose to 
testify in the case, swore that be was a mem- 
ber of the firm of Beckett & Co., bankers, of 
Leeds, and that the draits presented by Mouroe 
were forgeries on bis frm, as they bad never 
issued the bills of exehange. Mr. William A. 
Pinkerton and his detective testified as to his 
arrest, etc. 

Phillip Schureman merely testified to having 
introduced Monroe to Mr. Nickerson. This enc- 
ed the testimony, the defense offering nothing. 
The arguments of the counsel were then made, 
Mr. Sawin boldi that his client had not been 
proven gulity of forgery, as he had not signed a 
name not his own upon any draft. 

Staie’s-Attorney Thomson made a _ strong 
argument, showing how clearly this defendant 
bad been proven guilty, and that be was a man 
dangerous to society, who should be given the 
full limit of the law—fourteen years in the pen- 
itentiary—as he would spend most of his life 
there anyhow.

The age of the defendant is 
such that it is more than likely that this sentence 
Will end his life in prison, as be will be unable 
to live out the term.

THE RAILWAYS, 


The Ohic River War—The Position 
of the Louisville, New Albany & Chi- 
cago. 

A meeting of the representatives of the Ohio 
River roads will be heid at Cincinnati next Mon- 
day to make another effort to bring the war on 
freight rates to Ohio River points to an end. 
The contest is a very bitter one, and rates have 
about reached bottom figures. The rates onsalt 
meats from Chicago to Onio River points have 
gone down to three cents per 100 
pounds, the regular rate being 14 cents. 
Rates on other articles are not quite so 
low, but will no doubt reach the same level soon 
if some understanding is not reached at today’s 
meeting. The great obstacie in the way 
of a settlement of the war is 
the inability of the pool lines to dispose 
of their contracts. Itis stated that contracts 
were made which have to run for some time al- 
lowing a rebate of from 6to8 cents, and the 
roads notin pool refuseto restore rates until 
these contracts bave been put out of the way. 

A prominent official of the Louisville,. New Al- 
bany & Chicago was questioned yesterday by a 
representative of Tue TRIBUNE as to the situa- 
tion of his company in regard to the Ohio River 
war. He said this question was not fairly under- 
stood. In August of last year by pledges of 
good faitm on the part of other roads the Louis- 
ville, New Aibany & Chicago was induced to 
join the Chicago pool. It was understood at the 
time that tho entire business shouid 
be left with the pool manager as soon as the 
Louisville, New Aibany & Chicago bad dis- 
pensed with its coniracting agent in accordance 
with the agreement. The other roads began to 
work more actively thao ever, ana the Kanka- 
kee Line, which, prior to the formation of the 
pool, had no representative in Chicago, opened 
an outside office with a number of soliciting 
agents. The first knowncut made by that line 
was on livestock some six months ago, and 
soon thereafter the same line was caught cut- 
ting on provisions. The Chicago & Eastern Lili- 
nois was caught in the same practices. 
Later on undoubted cuts were discovered 
on lumver and other freights. Vice-President 
Stahiman, of the Louisville, New Albany & Chi- 
cago, thereupon induced President MveCul- 
iough, of the Pan- Handle, and President In- 
galis, of the Big Four, to join him in an agree- 
ment for the immediate restoration of rates, to 
which the Chicago & Eastern Illinois gave its 
assent. The Kankakee Line, which bad by that 
time doubled its percentage, continued, not- 
withstanding this agreement, to cut and rebate 
right and ieft. Having repeatediy urged Mr. 
Ingalis to enforce the agreement without avail, 
Mr. Stahiman, with the consent of Mr. McCul- 
lough, gave notice to the Fool Manager 
some two weeks ago that the Louis- 
ville, New Albany & Chicago would 
no longer submit, and thereupon gave 
directions to hie agents to meet rates of —— 
ing lines. Before cutting began the Louisville. 
New Albany & Chicago and the Kankakee lines 
each carried about S per cent, while for weeks 


‘before the open break the Kankakee Line car$ 


ried over 50 per cent, and the Louisville, New 
Albany & Chicago less than 15 per cent. 

As soon as it was made known that the Louis- 
ville, New Albany & Chicago had withdrawa 
from the pool a meeting was called to readjust 
matters. This meeting Mr. Staiman did not 
attend,on the ground that it bad taken the 
— ad Albany Road four months to make up its 
mind to retaliate, and hence it could not attord 
immediately thereafter to agree to patch up an 
agreement for its campetitors to again violate. 

The gentieman also stated that he had known 
Mr. Stahiman for many years, and he is too frank 
to violate — — once given. He was positively 
in favor of maintaining fair and uniform rates, 
and had done more than any other Manager to 
event this war.

The low Rallroad Commissioners De- 
e lue te Interfere with the Excess 
Mageace Hates, 

Dx MOLNES, Ia. June 20.—[Speciai.]—It will be 
remembered that the excess baggage rates put 
into effect recentiy by the Western pooled lines 
created much dissatisfaction among wholesale 
dealers. The motive governing the roads ap- 
pears to have been a valid one,as the heavy 
baggage was not only being carried at a rate 
that was no remuneration at all, but the amount 
of it unloaded and received at every station 
often made it difficult to keep trains on time— 
the latter an important consideration on lead- 
ing roads. But on complaint of whoie- 
sale merchants the pooled lines May 1 
modifed the rules so that they were 
measurably satisfactory except in one partiou- 
lar, which is discussed in au opinion rendered 
by the Railway Commission today. They con- 
clude that under the rulings of the courts the 
sam pies of a traveling saleaman are not regard- 
ed as baggage, and that they may be properly 
confined to freight-traius.. They conclude 
that - a fair rate is... allowed oa 
passenger trains. This averages from 
one and one- alt to twice first-ciags rates. The 
rate of merchandise under thetariff of 1874 was 
for seven miles about 15 cents per 100 pounds. 
They think this a fair standard by which to 
measure the value of tbis service, and say that 
it should be acceptable to both parties. As che 
rates made ino the excess of baggage tariff fur- 
nished by the railroad companies do not exceed 
this they do not think it necessary to interfere.

The leading produce markets were again act- 
ive yesterday and very irregular, being excited 
by fears and rumors, which had some facts for 
a basis. it was understood that some firms had 

fused to respond to further calls for margins, 

a this made the feeling very uncertain, es- 
pecially as there were rumors directly impli- 
cating some houses. But there was good buying 
to fill shorts in grain, and leading men took 
hold of provigions very freely, though they let 
short-ribs decline heavily under the closing out 
of about 5,000,000 lbs for one firm, which brought 
out sales by other houses. The feeling towards 
lo’clock was decidedly stronger, there being a 
widespread conviction that the storm is over. 
The trading at times was “fast and furious.” 
The facts in regard to the troubled firms will be 
found lu our local columns. 

Provisions were active and very much unset- 
tled. The local hog market was weaker, and 
Liverpool reported another decline of Is in lard 
and 6d in meats. The chief point, however, was 
the throwing of about 20,000 bris pork, 5,000,000 
lbs short ribs, and some lard, on account of a 
local firm, which demoralized some other hold- 
ers into materially increasing the volume of of- 
ferings. Short ribs declined 40c, reacted We, 
then broke 30@35c, and improved We, closing on 
’Change ie below the latest official prices of 
Tuesday. Pork declined 100, sold up De, de- 
clined 524%c, and jumped back 42½ c, closing 500 
above the latest trading in offices the preceding 
day, but a long way below the quotations 
at the close of the Tuesday afternoon 
call. Lard improved Se, fell back nearly 3c, 
and closed at an improvement of 15@20c. There 
was very little throwing of lard, the trade gener- 
ally being reassured by the vigoroys export 
movement which set in with the return to lower 
prices. In the other departments of the market 
tne decline was stayed by free buying on tne 
part of leading capitalists, who seemed to be 
serenely confident that there will preve to bea 
good profitin the operation before the close of 
next week. On the afternoon call pork was 
steady, ribs 5@10c higher, and the longer lard 
futures were firmer. 

Flour was very dull, but steadier in tone, the 
wheat market being more settled by the time 
that flour operators got together, but outside 
orders were withneld as a consequence of the

were siow and steady. 

Wheat was irregularly stronger, closing lx e 
above tho latest quotations of Tuesday, at 
$1.06% bid for July and $1.08% bid for August, 
the longer futures exhibiting the most strength. 
The British markets were quoted duil, ang tend- 
ing easier. This, with the expectation of an- 
other colla which had been rumored all the 
way from New York, made the market here open 
weak, and there was a good deal of wheat on 
sale. But the only failures that affected wheat 
affected it the other way, the suspension in 
provisions involving the necessity of filling in 
some short wheat, and a leading commission 
house stepped to the front as a buyer for about 
all that was offered.

Fish are meeting with a good 
country demand and are firm, Oils were steady, 
excepting lard, which was 2c lower. 

There was no change to note in the market for 
broom-corn. The supply of green fruits was 
liberal, good merchantable berries of the 
various descripucas selling at about Tuesday's 
prices. Eggs were easy at 15@15%6 per dos. 
Hides are arriving freely, the market showing a 
fair amount of trade at quotations. Grease 
and tallow quiet and nominal. . Potatoes fairly 
active and unchanged, the dealmgs now being 
largely in new. Fiaxsec@ was 3c off, selling at

NUTT’S PROVOCATION. 


Dukes’ insulting Behavior Toward the 
Sen of the Man He Had Killed. 

[Uniontown (Pa.) Correspondence Philadei- 
phia Press. James Nutt was waiking up a 
street the morning of Dukes’ death with Al 
Miner, the court reporter of Fayette County. 
Dukes, seeing them coming, walked out, and in 
a very offensive way called out to Miner: 
Have you got all the testimony written out in 
the case against me?’ He thus recalled to 
young Nutt the case to disbar him from prac- 
ticing law. Nutt stood with bis head bowed 
while Dukes thus insolentiy called up a feat- 
ure of the legal proceedings that bore directly 
upon the murder of his father and the attempted 
degradation of bis sister. This was tne final 
insult, and the one which cost Dukes his life. 
The youth seemed in deep thought all the way 
home, as he and Miner walked along.

Judge Pilisbury, of Pontiac, Sues the 
Chicago & Alton Ballread fot Dam- 
ages Received in the Riot of June 
1882. 

Jour, III., June 20.—The first day of June, 
1882, Judge Pillsbury, of Pontiac, one of the 
Judges of this judicial circuit, was the victim of 
a stray shot from the gun of a rioter. He was 
leaving Chicago in the evening about 5 o’ciock 
on the Dwight accommodation, and when at 
Twenty-tnird Street Station the train was 
boarded by a gang of iron-mvuider strikers, ex- 
pecting to find some meopnon-unionists, who 
they thought were going out to take their 
places.
